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The King’s Illness. 


THE serious and painful illness from which the KivNe is 
suffering, at the time of our going to press, happily shows hopeful 
signs. The anxiety concerning him will, to be sure, not be modified, 
great and poignant as itis among all his subjects, until at least a 
definite turn for the better occurs. This, particularly with the 
prevailing climatic conditions, cannot be at best for some days yet, 
In the meantime, we can only pray that the KING'S recovery may 
be as speedy as the circumstances permit; and the feeling of deep 
and abiding sympathy with him in his affliction, which is every- 
where entertained, extends also to HER MAJESTY THE QUEEN and 
the other members of the KINa’s family, in the trying and anxior ' 
time through which they are passing. 


Chanucah. 


THE eight-day Festival which begins this evening possesses 
more than one point of intense religious interest for the Jew. If 
marks the triumph of Judaism over atienferces. It commemorates 
the splendid fight for faith with its brilliant issue and the incidents 
of that fight, which have gone to swell the catalogue of the epic 
attainments of the world’s men and women. Chanucah stands, 
too, for the Jew’s assertion of his nationality, his pride in it, 
and his claim to its recognition by mankind. It follows that the 
Festival urges upon Jews themselves not merely a recognition of 
their Jewish nationality, but an appreciation of all for which it 
stands. The implications of Chanucah are thus far-reaching, 
just as its lessons are not alone many but ever-vernal and so 
applicable to Jewish conditions here and now to-day. During the 
last few yearsa false note has, to a large extent, been struck in 
regard to the Festival; for with the Synagogue it has been linked 
with an encouragement, if not an apotheosis, of Militarism on the 
score of the battles which-the Maccabeans were compelled to, and 
in which they were so eminently victorious. But there is nothing 


really in common between the spirit of Chanucah, and the Military | 


gervice Jewish citizens perform on behalf of the States of which 
they are subjects. The purpose for which the Maccabeans took up 


arms is as the poles asunder from most of those struggles between 
the nations in which soldiers who are Jews have taken a part and 
may, Heaven forfend, be called upon in future to “do their bit.” 
Whenever they are, they will do their duty manfully, with courage, 
with endurance and with loyalty, as has always been the case with 
our people in their citizen capacity. But they will so act, as they 
have always acted, in that capacity, and in it there is no true analogy 
with the Maccabean heroism. We are happy to note a different 
spirit, however, beginning to reveal itself in respect to Chanucah. 
It is being more and more regarded as a Peace Festival rather 
than a war celebration. And since the glorious Maceabean victory 
was won for Freedom and for Liberty, for Jewish Freedom and for 
Jewish Liberty, it is but meet that Chanucah should be regarded as 
an encouragement of Peace on earth, without which Jewish Liberty 


and Jewish Freedom must ever be prejudiced. It is a pret% idea, © 


too, to link Chanucah with our children. No observance could be 
more apt by which to celebrate the Feast of Dedication, 


Deceptive Reports. 

Our Jerusalem Correspondent sends us this week a statement 
showing the extreme value of Haifa, in view of the probable 
construction there in the near future of the long-contemplated 
harbour. His account is interesting to all who are concerned in 
the commercial and economic future of Palestine. From what 
he says, it is obvious that the land in the neighbourhood of Haifa 
is not alone likely to become extremely valuable, but must also 
prove to be of growing importance from almost all points of view. 
The announcement, therefore, made a fortnight ago by the Jewish 
National Fund, that it had secured land in the Haifa Bay area 
which had thus, it was stated, “come permanently into the 
possession of the Jewish people,’ was indeed welcome news. It 
was followed by a declaration sent out from the Headquarters of the 
Fund at Jerusalem, teeming with flamboyant hurrahs and a very 
salvo of Mazal Tob. Our Correspondent, however, it will be 
observed, contirms the doubt which is largely entertained about 
the precise nature of this transaction. It is said that the Jewish 
National Fund has not in fact purchased the land in questica 
but has merely secured an option to purchase, and that conse- 
quently the statement that the Haifa Bay area has come into the 
possession of the Jewish People, permanently or otherwise, is ground- 
less. The Jewish World, in its issue of the 29th November, drew 
attention to this matter, and in its issue of yesterday observed that 
no word of explanation had reached it with reference to the current 
allegation. We, therefore, would ask that some definite statement may 
be forthcoming, which wili let the public know specifically whether 
the purchase, about which so much self-congratulation has occurred, 
has indeed been made. It seems to us all the more necessary in view 
of the announcement, circulated by the Zionist Organisation, of a 
splendid subscription promised by Lord MELCHETT to a new land 
colonisation organisation which is to be created presently as 
a result of the Conference recently held in New York. under the 
presidency of Mr. Lovis MARSHALL. The Corporation, presumably, 
will carry on its work in Palestine free from the bias 
of national effort which distinguishes the Jewish National Fund, 
The announcement was so worded as to make it appear that this 
notable financial support was a rare and luscious first-fruit of Dr. 
WEIZMANN’'S extended Jewish Agency policy; and within a few hours 
Lord MELCHETT repudiated the tendentious statement as “ pre- 
mature and inaccurate.” We give the explanation of the deceptive 
report, as made by the Secretary of the Zionist Organisation. Our 
readers will be able to draw their own conclusions about it, 
They will not fail, however, to see in it a suspicious same- 


ness to eunnouncement made by the Jewish National Fund 


of its securing possession for ever of the Haifa land, if what 
is stated about that “acquisition” be true. An even more 
important subject upon which information is necessary, however, 
is that of the concessions for the working of the Dead Sea. 
The answers that have been given in Parliament in reference to 
them give by no means a clear view of the real position. It is 
supposed that Mr. NOVOMEYsKY and Major TuLLocn have obtained 
some sort of tentative promise from the Government that the con- 
cessions will go to them under certain conditions. But who exactly 
they represent has never been divulged and, moreover, nothing hag 
been said to show that these gentlemen, if they obtain the concessions, 
will employ them for the benefit of Jewish Palestine. But ata 
recent meeting it was made clear that there are others who are 
angling for the concessions, basing their claims upon the assurance 
that the concessions will be worked by them in the interests of 
Great Britain and not in those of Palestine, much less of the 
Jewish population there. Then again there are persistent rumours of 


- gtill other efforts to obtain the concessions, They are linked 
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in some instances with leading Zionists, in others with American 
speculators and in yet others with the interests of a certain 
foreign potash industry. Now, all this may be mere teashop 
talk, just as may the rumours to which we allude above about 
the statement issued by the Jewish National Fund. But 
they refer to matters of the greatest interest, not merely to 
Palestine or even to Jewish National work there, nor even, again, 
to Jewish affairs. They affect a far wider area and although, of 
course, in such things, while negotiations are pending, a certain 
amount of privacy is inevitable, this should not be used as a means 
whereby the public may be deceived. If it be true that the Jewish 
National Fund has not really bought even half an inch of land in the 
Haifa Bay district and is relving upon its ability for obtaining 
the means, for purchasing the land it says it has acquired there, by 
collecting the money hereafter, then the statement officially made is 
a public deception. Equally so is the public being misled if it be 
allowed to think that the vast potentialities involved in the Dead 
Sea concessions are being angled for in Jewish or Palestinian 
interests, when, in fact, the attempt is being made by some of those 
who are competing for the concessions to exploit them in interests 
far alien to these. Obviously, a little more light on these subjects is 
urgently necessary. For it would do Zionist work in Palestine, and 
consequentiy Jewish activities there (and even elsewhere), infinite 
damage, if it was found that the public were being deceived, if only 
as a result of ill-considered trop de «cle or of ridiculous competition 
between various institutions, to the extent the persistent gossip 
would seem to indicate. 


“London Calling.” 


THERE can surely be none of our readers—certainly none who 
live in the Metropolis—who will not feel morally bound to respond 
tothe Appeal which Lord KhxutTsrorD makes through our columns 
this week. They will, in addition, assurediy feel a delight in 
having the opportunity of coming to the aid of an institution which 
wreaks such wide and constant benefit among the poor, which binds 
up their wounds and heals their shattered frames.

There is 
nothing further we feel it necessary to add to the letter to which 
we direct attention; for it comes from the hand of a master-beggar. 
We sincerely trust that a very large accession of funds, so urgently 
needed, will result from Lord AxcutTsrorv’s Appeal.

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Here and There. 


By Mentor. 


HERE is an ancient superstition in which Jews to-day less 
and less believe that,in the event of serious illness, 
health is encouraged and the Angel of Death warned off 
by a changing of name. If I recollect aright my esteemed 

pen- colleague, “Benammi,” has mentioned this matter in the course 
of one of his inimitable Letters. I do not desire to suggest that 
any such motive is influencing those responsible for the Jewish War 
Memorial which so far as I am aware is happilyin a healthy, if nota 
robust, condition. But they obviously are considering a change of 
namé, and equally obviously because the success which they antici- 
pated has not been vouchsafed to them. And there can be little 
doubt that they hope that another name may possibly prove not 
alone more felicitous, but more attractive to the public and 
especially to the pockets of the public. The question, then, is: 
What shall be the alternative name? And I make the suggestion 
free, gratis and for nothing that the Memorial should 
institute a competition with a proper entrance fee and a prize 
for the name ultimately chosen. I see money in my proposal. 
At the moment the only alternatives that I have noticed are 
two. One was adumbrated by Mr. Herbert Bentwich, which—if he 
will permit me tosay so—is likely to put the imstitution under 
® graver disability than now, if nomenclature has anything 
to do with the matter. He thought that it should be called 
“The Memorial of the Peace’—and echo answers: where is the 
Peace? Surely not in the state into which the Versailles Treaty 
led the nations of the world. Surely not in the bursting armaments 
of France. or the gigantic war preparations of the United States, 


to say nothing of the enormous military preparation provided for 


itself by Russia, or for the not-much-bebind-the-rest of our own 
country. 

It was a mistake originally, I think, to link up the institution 
and the objects of this Memorial with polities; and the war was, 
of course, as are all wars, political. I notice that the Editor also has 
made what he calls a “ shot’ ata new name for the Memorial. He 
suggested in yesterday's Jewish World that it should be called 
“The Rothschild Memorial Foundation.” “That,” he added, 
“would be a tribute of Empire Jewry to the splendid service 
of this remarkable family to its cause and the cause of Judaism 
in -general. The fact,’ he said, “that “Mr. Lionel’ is the 
President of the institution, and that it was largely under his 
aegis that it was founded,’ seems to add some aptness to the 
suggestion. No one, I take if, will say that the proposal is 
altogether bad. But I expect there will be many, especially 
those who lost near and dear ones in the War, who will feel 


aggrieved to think that the Memorial which was founded | 


chiefly in order to “ memorialise" the Jewish soldiers who fell 
jin the War, should not continue to bear a name indicating that 
purpose. On the other hand, however, the Jews who made the 
supreme sacrifice did so in their relation to the country as loyal, 
dutiful and brave citizens responding as subjects to its call. 
Theirs was not a Jewish service, and therefore there was 
never any reason why that service should have been differentiated 
as Jewish, apart from like service by all those other citizens of all 
races and all creeds, who died for King and country. 


IVERPOOL Jewry has been bubbling with excitement and 

indignation—some of it excited and some of it indignant—in 
- consequence of the creation there of a “ Liberal” Jewish Congrega- 
tion and the visit for the purpose of Dr. Mattuck. The leader of 
the “Liberals’’ has an unhappy knack of throwing the apple of 
discord, and it always seems to me that he does so of set purpose 
and with a sort of joy. It is certainly one way of attracting 
attention, and thatis an aim ever present with him. Perhaps, how- 
ever, this arises from the position he occupies with the particular 
brand of Judaism of which he is a chief exponent, and is really 
due tothe urge, perhaps subconscious, to self-assertion. That is 
characteristic of all minorities and is a quality noticeable for that 
reason among Jews in general. If I am correct in my diagnosis, 
then Dr. Mattuck must recognise how hopelessly his Movement is 
out of touch with Anglo-Jewry in the vast majority, and it is for 
that reason that the trait I have noted in him is there in so 
exaggerated and repellent a form. Anyway, that is the only 
suggestion by which I can account for the galling manner of 
superiority to, and contempt for, all save those who subscribe to 


his doctrine in one who personally is a most amiable and con- 
Biderate man. 


Be that all as it may, from all accounts it would seem that 
the foothold Dr. Mattuck and the “ Liberals” have gained to the 
accompaniment of much trumpeting in Liverpool is due to 
the same sort of stiff-necked obstinacy that gave the Movement 
itself its original start. I am fairly well acquainted with our 
Community of Liverpudlians, and I am assured that if some 


months ago a few so-called “ Reforms” had been agreed to by the 
so-called Orthodox there—” Reforms" that amounted to virtually 
nothing to which any but the most recalcitrant “ hard-shellers” 
could object—-there would have been no “Liberal” Synagogue on 
the Mersey. Now there is much wagging of heads and wringing of 
hands, for it is feared that the breach that has occurred may 
easily widen and develop to such an extent that the glory 
of at least one Synagogue will be doomed toa drab twilight of 
“once-was.’ Some are for locking the stable door, or at least 
closing it, now that the steed has strayed, and are prepared 
to adopt much further-reaching innovations than those first 
proposed. Others are for stiffening their stiff attitude and 
for congratulating themselves on the removal from their midst 
of an element that must have tended to dilute Orthodoxy and other 
“ doxies” to which they are wed. So the position ig developing, 
and it is one that should be watched with care as it is bound to be 
with interest. For one thing, this is the first Provincial “ Liberal ” 
Congregation that has come into being, and the proverb has it that 
it is the first step in most things that counts. It is clear that the 
Chief Rabbi's “ New Paths” have not saved Liverpool Jewry any 
more than have his “ Affirmations.” 


ONSIDERABLE perturbation, I gather, has been caused in 
certain quarters in cansequence of an advertisement that 


appeared a fortnight ago in Tar JewisH of Hudson's 


Soap. It is obvious that a great deal of ignorance has been 
abroad on the subject, as was proved to me by the statement I 
heard made to the effect that Soap must necessarily befrefah. This, 
of course, is nonsense; because there is very well-known kasiher 
soap, the saponaceous quality of which is obtained from vegetable 
oils. I am told that such is the case with the particular product 
that has given rise to the discussion to which lL allude. However, 
the whole question of advertisements in Jewish newspapers is one 
of some complexity and considerable difficulty. Itis one thatis very 
worth while close examination from several points of view, and I 
have if in mind to present some of them as they occur to me at a not 
distant date. So that I refrain from saying more on the subject 
here, except, in view of the incident to which I refer, 1 should like 


readers to know that I have by no means ignored it. 


£100,000 for Palestine. 


Lord Melchett’s Repudiation. 


“PREMATURE AND INACCURATE.” 

The Zionist Organisation on Tuesday circulated a report stating 
that Lord Melchett had subseribed £100,000 to a Jewish Colonisation 
Corporation for Palestine, which is shortly to be created as dn 
outcome of the recent Conference held in New York, under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Louis Marshall, for the purpose of securing 
the adhesion of the non-Zionists in American Jewry for work in 
Palestine, and in connection with the proposed extended Jewish 
Agency. 

Lord Melchett has since intimated his desire for it to be known 
that this statement is “ premature and inaccurate.” 

Upon enquiry of the Secretary of the Zionist Organisation, Mr. 
Israel Coben, we were informed by that gentleman that he 
supposed that Lord Melchett’s repudiation was intended to refer to 
reports which Mr. Cohen said had appeared in some newspapers to 
the effect that the sum mentioned was to be made as a “ gift,” 
while, in fact, Lord Melchett intended only to “ subscribe’ to—that 
is to invest in—the proposed new Corporation to the extent 
mentioned. Several papers, however (‘including Tae Times), te 
which Lord Melchett addressed his repudiation, said nothing abouta 


- gift, but that he had “ subscribed" the £100,000.

From the Rt. Hon. Viscount KNUTSFORD 
(Chairman, London Hospital). 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sirn,—Early in the year I asked the public to safeguard the work 
of the London Hospital—the largest of our English Hospitals. 

For the first time during my 32 years’ fight for it I have been 
discomforted. 

We only beg every filth year, but during this our Quinquennial 
Year, many other excellent Hospitals have been compelled to 
appeal, with the result that we have not got one half of what is 
really needed.

You cannot save in the face of 
suffering needing immediate relief. Numbers mean little to read, 
but do think of the joy of having been able to he!p 17,000 in-patients 
pnd 115,000 out-patients during last year. 

I have never cried “Wolf.” But it is a horrible and miserable 
certainty that unless we are generously helped, and at once, we 
shall be compelled to reduce our work. What does this mean? It 
means an increase of suffering to people who need not suffer, and 
do not deserve to, 

A poor woman sent me a few stamps in an envelope, addressed 
“Lord Knutsford, Somewhere.” The G.P.O. with a smile I am 
sure, wrote on the envelope “Try the London Hospital.” May I 
beg the public to try the London Hospital with their Christmas 
gifts? | 

The work the Hospital is doing is indeed worth an effort and a 
sacrifice.

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Obituary. 


Mr. LIONEL GOLLIN (Liverpool). 


The death occurred in Liverpool last week of Mr. Lionel Gollia in 
his seventy-sixth year after a short illness. The deceased gentieman 
took a great interest in the affairs of the Commanity. He was for many 
years a member of the Jewish Board of Guardians of which ‘Imstitution 
he was for five years President. He was the President ofthe Jewish 
Boys’ Clothing Society and of the Hebrew Schools Boys’ Clot&ing Society, 
Vice-President of the Jewish Lads’ Clab and of the Liverpool Branch of 
the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women. He was 
also @ Manager of the Hebrew Schools and a member of the Select Com- 
mittee of the Old Hebrew Congregation. Of a kindly and charitable 
nature his déath is greatly deplored and the sympathy of the Community 
will go out to his widow and family. 


SoME TRIBUTES. 

At the Princes Road Synagogue on Saturday, the Rev. 5. Frampton 
said that it was not merely to those nearest to the late Lionel Gollin that 
words of comfort were to be addressed. They needed those words for 
themselves. For they were all truly bereaved by his loss. He was one 
of the best types Anglo-Jewry had produced—one whom any religious 
denomination would be proud to claim asitsown. The erect manner in 
which he ever held himself exactly mirrored his uprightness of mind, 
the integrity and beauty of his soul.. He was incapable of a wrong 
thought, much less of a wrong action. Many men who were shining 
lights of honour and straightforwardness were marked by a sternness and 
severity of manner and way. Not so he whom they mourned. Kindness and 
gentleness radiated from him ; the desire to spread happiness ; sympathy 
and consideration that did not evaporate in idle sentiment or empty words, 
but was translated into liberal action and made of his life, as it were, @ 
stream of generous giving. His philanthropy was proverbial. Never 
was a fund opened for a good cause, within or without the community, 
without his name being among the first list of donors. “I shall not die 
a rich man,” he once said to me, continued the preacher, “but I try to 
live as a rich man”—not, he meant, by surrounding himself with 
luxuries or ministering to his own enjoyment, but by giving, as he did, 
in a rich measure. Nor was it the fact of his giving nor the abundance 
of it, but the manner of it. He met you haif way. Almost before your 
request was made it was answered. He put you at your ease at once. 
“I know how unpleasant a task it is to collect,” he would say, 
“and the least we who can give should do is to give quickly 
and pleasantly.” The full tale of his “ gifts in secret,” through the Board 
of Guardians and other agencies over and above his contributions 
recorded in the printed lists will never be known. The last thing he 
wanted was acknowledgments—to be thanked. Little wonder he was 
loved and worshipped by colleagues and the poor at the Board of 
Guardians where he was President for several years. The Boys’ 
Clothing Society of which he was President, and the Hebrew Schools 
of which he was a Manager were among other of the many places 
where he will be sadly missed. For he was a staunch Jew, a man of 
faith, proud of his race and his religion, ever ready as a Traditional Jew 
to defend it and prove its excellencies. His whole life was in itself a 
witness to the religion he professed and thereby he made his contribution 
to pwn wrip, the santification of the Divine Name. He (the preacher) 
prayed that the spirit of their departed friend would live long among 
them and inspire the newer generation of Liverpool residents to follow in 
fhe footsteps of such Jewish worthies as Lionel Gollin who had built up 
that congregation and the high name Judaism enjoyed in their city. 


The passing away of Mr. Lionel Gollin has come upon us with 
startling suddenness and crushing weight.. Throughout his life, which 
happily exceeded the allotted span, Mr. Gollin evinced a very deep and 
practical interest in the affairs of the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congrega- 
tion, and served it as a Trustee and in many other capacities faithfully 
and zealously, being at the time of his demise, a much respected member 
of its Select Committee. By reason of his foresight and ripe experience, 
he was a man who exercised a powerful influence tor good, not only in 
his own Congregation, but on the local Jewish Board of Guardians, to the 
interests of which he devoted a great deal of his time. And it is as 
President of that important charitable organisation for a period of 
years, that he will perhaps be most missed and iong remembered for 
his unwearying efforts and unselfish devotion to the urgent needs 
of the Jewish poor and needy. He was indeed a “man” in the 
practical sense of the word—a man with strong convictions, yet, he 
was never known to make an enemy, thanks to the sincerity of his motives, 
his noble nature and his impressive personality. The true character of 
the deceased was reflected in his earnest desire not only to give freely 
and willingly in the strictest privacy, but also tosupport with a generosity 
that knew no bounds, all charitable and benevolent objects—irrespective 
of sect or denomination. It is no exaggeration to say that his universal 
benevolence and integrity of character, combined with a simplicity and 
irresistible charm of manner, will ever endear him to the memory of a 
large circle of friends, who sincerely lament the passing of a truly amiable, 
courteous, modest and unassuming type of man, whose many good deeds 
and spotless life shed lustre upon the name of Jew in the City of Liver- 
pool.—From the Rev. LEWIs PHILLIPs.

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,—With reference to your pertinent and characteristically 
fair comments in this journal and in the Jewish WORLD regarding 
the legal expenses incurred by Mr. Oscar Slater in connection with 
his recent successful Appeal against his conviction, I desire to take 
this opportunity of informing your readers in general, and those 
who so generously contributed to the appeal fund in particular, 
that the total expenses which have been moderately charged, will 
not exceed £1,500; and that the Appellant will not be called upon 
to pay anything towards this sum, . 

As one of Mr. Slater's solicitors, I have declined to charge any 
fees for my services, believing very strongly that it was a great 
privilege to have been associated with the vindication of a fellows 
Jew. who had been disgracefully exposed to inhuman hardship, 
quite unprecedented in the annals of crime. 

This letter is written with the authority of Mr. Craigie 
Aitchison, K.C. (whose brilliant thirteen hours speech for Mr. Slater 
made success absolutely certain) and by arrangement with Messrs, 
Macpherson and Dunlop who, along with myself, acted as My, 
Slater's solicitors. 

I cannot close this letter without expressing my ungrudging 
and cordial appreciation of the invaluable services rendered by you, 
Sir, in one of the most memorable battles in legal history.

THE REV. DR. ABELSON AND LEEDS’ STREET NAMES.

Jewish Women and Peace.

UNION OF JEWISH WOMEN ADDRESS. 


the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire delivered an address on “ The 
Co-operation of Jewish Women in the Peace Movement” at a meeting of 
the Union of Jewish Women, held on Monday at 35, Porchester Terrace, 
W.2 {the residence of Sir Herbert and Lady Samuel). The President, 
Mrs. Model, presided. Dr. Hertz, in the course of his address, said the 
qnestion which confronted humanity to-day was: “Shall the Peace so 
earnestly hoped for and prayed for during those terrible years of 1914-1918 
mnean a full stop to all such diabolical conflicts between nations, or shall 
that Peace prove to be but a semi-colon or a comma, a mere interlude 
between the last war and the next?’ Surely, he said, there was no one 
with a human heart who could face the thought of a repetition of that 
carnage and inhumanity. The League of Nations had stopped many 
quarrels, particularly among the smaller countries; it had rehabilitated 
ruined States; had taken in hand the sanitation of mankind, ani had 
promoted the international mind. He also dealt with the Treaties of 
Locarno and the Kellogg Pact. Their practical beneficial results must 
remain infinitesimal, he said, unless and until public opinion in the 
various signatory States had been educated, moralised and civilised upto 
those treaties, covenants and pacts. What was wanting to-day was the 
heart that would make it impossible for civilised men to resort to the 
arbitrament of wholesale carnage. Religion must make its voice heard. 
The building up of a civilised public opinion on war was a task which 
Was as sacred as it was vital, and that was the work in which the Union 
of Jewish Women felt it a privilege to co-operate. His final word to all 
who were not yet actively enrolled among the members of the League of 
Nations Union was “Join the Union, because you thus increase the 
support on which the British Government can surely rely when it strives 
to make the League more effective, and because you thereby take part 
in the greatest task of our time, a task which, in its vast potential benefit 
to mankind, is not only human but Divine.” 

Mrs. Percy Bigland also addressed the meetiag, after which, on the 


motion of Mrs. Model, a vote of thanks was accorded to the Chief Rabbi 
and Mrs. Bigland. 


Steps are being taken, it is understood, to enlarge the Jewish Peace 
Society considerably, in the course of the next few weeks.

MISCELLANY. 


All social and artistic London was deeply interested iast wok i 
“Ghosts ''—Max Beerbohm’s very clever exhibition of caricatures at the 
Leicester Galleries. One of the gems of the collection is entitled 
“ Rothschilds at Play.” The title suggests that some members of the family 
were indulging in their favourite pastimes—racing, hunting, yachting, or 
golf—but it is not so, and is really somewhat of a misnomer. Thedrawing 
represents Mr. Leopold and Mr. Alfred de Rothschild in a box at the theatro, 
and “ Rothschilds at the Play,” might perhaps have been more appropriate. 
It is a clever drawing of the famous brothers. Mr. and Mrs. Jamesde 
Rothschild lingered for a long time at this picture when they visited 
the Exhibition last Thursday. “ Rothschilds at Play,” which, I think, 
was only finished about two years ago, has been sold, but not to a 
member of the family —more’s the pity. Lam informed that it has been 
acquired by a well-known dealer. 


Another clever drawing in the collection is “ Sir Alfred Mond.” This 
caricature was done by Max in 1908. The other drawings, in the Exh#bi- 
tion, of Jewish subjects are Mr. Sidney Lee (Circa 1*9*), Mr. A. Seligman 
and Professor Rothenstein. The great Shakesperian scholar, afterwards 
Sir Sidney Lee, is represented holding a bust of the Bard in his arms. 
The collection contains also “A Memory of Mr. George Lewis,” the great 
Sir George, seen in deep conversation with Labouchere, and Major 
Esterhazy, who is described im the catalogue as the “ Forger of the 
bordereauv in the Dreyfus Case.” 


Sir Edward Duveen bas earned the gratitude of the lesser known 
artists for the very kind effort he recently made on their behalf by arrang- 
ing an exhibition of their drawings on the liner “ Berengaria.” Some of 
the pictures fetched big prices, and the artists, who might otherwise 
have remained unrecognised, benefited accordingly. So successful was 
the venture, that I am informed that Sir Fdward is now engaged in 
arranging similar exhibitions on other liners. 


The prevalence of short-sightedness among Jewish children is pro- 
minently brought to the notice of the Community in the reportof the Jewish 
Health Organisation of Great Britain which refers toa somewhat alanning 
statement that there are twice as many visual defectives among Jewish 
children as there are among non-Jewish children. This is not due 
“to excessive school work, but is determined by a racial factor.” 
One of the principal ophthalmic complaints from which the children 
suffer is Trachoma, although this is not disclosed in the report. It is 
brought here, I am told, from Russia and other Eastern Countries. It 
is not generally known that the Metropolitan Asylums Board make special 
provision for Jewish children suffering from Trachoma at the M.A.B, 
Home at Swanley, Kent. This institution containg a large number of 
Jewish children. They are carefully treated until they attain the age 
of 14 or 15, when they are discharged. 


I have seen some dreadful cases of people suffering from ophthaimic 
complaints in Morocco, principally in the big coastal towns of Safi, 
Casablanca and Mogador. In this primitive country, patients do mot 
receive the necessary medical treatment, and moreover their ophthalmic 
complaints are aggravated by the pestilential flies that abound. Flies 
are carriers of disease in most countries, but they are worse in Moroceéo, 
where they feed on the gaping wounds of the mules and the donkeys, 
due to the inhuman treatment by the muliteers, and then convey disease 
to the eyes of the people. 


A correspondent of the DAILY MAIL calls attention to the fact that 
visitors to Amsterdam and other large citiesin Holland get the impression 
that a large proportion of the population of those places is Jewish. As a 
matter of fact the Jewish population of Holland is less than four per cen#, 
of the whole. It is very interesting to know that the Jewish Communityin 
Holland is very activein public affairs and extraordinarily well-organised. 
The Spanish and Portuguese Jewish section of Holland, especially at 
Amsterdam, has always been very prominent, and has been so since the 
Settlement there after the Spanish and Portuguese Inguisitions. The 
Sephardi Congregations of Holland number more than half of the entize 
Jewish population of the country. At a recent protest meeting of the 
Zionist Union in Amsterdam, concerning the “ Wailing Wall” incident, 
where most of the speakers spoke in Dutch, the most: vigorous speedh 
was made by one of the Sephardi Ministers, who delivered his address 
in Hebrew. 


There is always an objection to introducing Biblical subjects as the 
basis of plays for stage production or for the films, but. Hollywood has 
gone one step further in announcing that after three years’ work itis 
about to launch a super-film entitled “Noah's Ark.” Although we 
informed that the Flood scenes will be startlingly realistic, the authors 
and producers do not appear to have put themselves out to be historically 
accurate; but this is nothing unusual with American productions. Tie 
characters include Noah and Japhet, the hero, who in the picture is notin 
search of a father, but of the heroine, a lady named Miriam. What 
an anachronism! Moreover, Miriam's part will be taken by Dolores 
Costello, who, in spite of her Spanish-sounding name, is not the ideal 
representative of Jewish beauty as we imagine Miriam to be; for Migs 
Dolores is a pronounced blonde.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY LECTURE. 

“Isaac Rosenberg—Poet (1390-1918) " was the samubject of a lecture 
given by Miss Bethzion Lask to the Jewish Historical Society of England 
at University College, Gower Street, W.C.,on Monday evening. The Rev. 
5. Levy, M.A., presided. 

Isaac Rosenberg, said Miss Lask, first showed evidence of artistic 
gifts after his parents had moved from Bristol where they had settled 
after their marriage, to St. Georges in the East End of London. She 
dealt with the poet's early environment, stressed the Jewish atmosphere 
in which he was reared, and said that when he was sent to Cheder 
he became a voracious reader. He drew and he wrote, and was 
known to his schoolfellows as a little artist, his earliest poems dealing 
with Jewish themes. His horizon widened and he looked for sympathy 
from outside; he was hungry for appreciation and understanding. He 
looked for means of self-expression and though conscious of his goal, his 


_ footsteps at this stage were uncertain. 


At fourteen’ he was apprenticed to a firm of art engravers in Fleet 


Street and in his spare moments he wrote poetry, while in the evening | 


he stu,jied at Birkbeck College, where he gained many prizes. It was 
at this stage in his carcer that he came in contact with people interested 
in art and after some years with the firm of art engravers, he was able 
to study at the Slade School. It was in 1912 that his first collection of 


_ verse “Night and Day,” waspublishod. He alsoattempted prose writing, 
Bat nothing of this was published except in a South African women’s 

journal. 


It Was as a poet rather than as a prose writer or painter that 
he hoped to make his name. After leaving Slade School he went to South 
Africa, where his sister lived. New and vivid sights met him there, but 
his life was too narrow and parochial. While in South Africa the great 
war broke out, and this drew from him two poems. March, 1915, found him 
back again in London. He joined the army, not for patriotic motives, but 
because, as he himself wrote, “ there seemed nothing else to do.” Just 
before this he had managed to publish his second collection of verse, 
entitled “ Youth,” in a pamphlet of eighteen pages. In the army he 
suffered from the discipline to which he was constitutionally absolutely 
unsuited. in 1916, he brought out a play, “ Moses.” ‘While in the army, 
his leisure hours were filled with plans for poems and plays, and he 
developed ideas for plays, “Judas Maccabeus” and “The Unicorn.” 
Some of his war poems found their way into an American magazine, 
and in 4 letter to his brother David, who was also in the army, he wrote 
“ Fortune begins to smile.” He began to enjoy the friendship of some 
of the most eminent men in the literary world. 
 _ Rosenberg was first and foremost a Jew, and all his work must be 
judged by this standard. He had pride of race toa marked extent. 
“Moses,” his most ambitious work, was a Jewish poem by a Jewish 
poet, written in English, dealing with a leader who formed a slave tribe 
into a nation. 

Miss Lask read a number of passages from Rosenberg’s poems and 
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said that he was killed in action in his twenty-eighth year, and his was 
one of the unknown graves in France. Four years after his death hig 
poems were collected and edited by Mr. Gordon Bottomley. 

In moving a vote of thanks to the lecturer, the Rev. Michael Adler, 
D.8.0., B.A., said he wanted to pay his silent tribute to the memory of 
one with whom he personally came in contact while outin France. Hae 
never knew then, said Mr. Adler, as he knew now, that in him they had 
& young man of such talentand of such poetic ability. He must have 
been the most modest man he ever met. He was wounded and was 
brought to the hospital where he (Mr. Adler) lived. One day Rosenberg 
said to him, “I write a Nttle poetry; would you like to read some®” and 
he gave him a copy of his “Moses.” If ever he met aman who ought not 
to have been in the army that man was Rosenberg. He was physically 
and in every other way totally unfitted for the rough and tumble of army 
life and it was amazing that he should ever have been passed into the 
Fighting Forces. 

Mr. Ernest Lesser seconded the vote of thanks. He also knew 
Rosenberg he said, as a student at the Slade School, and he would 
like to bear witness to what had been said by Mr. Adler as to the poet's 
modesty and also to the wonderful patience and courage with which he 
had gone through life, constantly battling against poverty and ill-health,

The Jews of Medieval England. r 


- The ninth of the course of lectures on “A Survey of Jewish History 
and Literature,” held under the auspices of the Jewish Historical Society 
and in »conjanction with the City Literary Institute, was delivered by 
Dr. Cecil Roth, on Tuesday, at the Institute, Goldsmith Street, Drury 
Lane. Dr. Koth dcalt with the subject of “The Jews of Medieval 
England.” 

In the course of his lecture, Dr. Roth said that when the storms of 
persecution burst upon the Jews of the Continent towards the end of the 
eleventh century, many came to England which was at that moment a 
tranguil haven of refuge. England, as a whole, was comparatively 
unaffected by the Crusade, and, therefore, the prejudice against the 
Jews was not yet stirred up against them and was to remainin abeyance 
for a considerable timetocome. Throughoutthis early period they knew 
very little about the history of the Jews in the country, and if was only 
at the time of the civil war between Stepben and Matilda, that they 
obtained an occasional insight into the vicissitudes ofthe various com. 
miunities. By that time Jews would be founiin almost all the great 
cities. The greatest number of them was gathered in London which 
contained the solitary burial ground for the whole kingdom as late as 
1177. The cemetery was in the neighbourhood of Jewin Street just off 
Aldersgate Street (where years later Milton lived and where he was said 
to have composed a great part of his “Paradise Lost.”) The distribu. 
tion of the Jews throughout the country was fairly general, but was 
confined, generally speaking, to the Midlands and the South. 

The Jews in preexile England were essentially financiers and 
engaged in lending money on loan. England at that time completely 
lacked a middle class, almost entirely lacked a mercantile class, and was 
very short of ready money. This the Jew and no one else was able to 
provide. Thus the Jews were encouraged to settle in the country, and 
they were able to penetrate throughout England and form their own com. 
munities. There was a general tendency against the lending of moncy at 
interest on the part of the Church, and this tendency culminated in the 
third Lateran Council, at which the penalty against usury was increased. 
This probibition against Christians lending money at interest threw the 
industry more avd more into the hands of the Jews, for whom at that 
time there was little else to do, the Jews being excluded by law from 
almost every other sort of occupation. The Rabbis, however, viewed 
askance the adoption of this trade. Thus it came to pass that the Jew 
became the main financier of medieval Europe. 

The Jew, however, could not possibly cut himself off fromscholarship, 
and this degrading occupation could not kill his intellectual interests. 
These financiers studied sacred writ and wrote commentaries which 
became importent in the world of Jewish learning. This showed itself 
to a less extent, however, in this country than elsewhere. On the whole, 
England was merely the offshoot of the Rabbinical School of Northern 
France. 

After the great Expulsion of 1290, the majority of the exiles went to 
France, and the minority to Flanders.

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—If the correspondence in the columns of your valuable journal, 
on the subject of “ Get,” will have achieved nothing more than awakening 
the conscience of Anglo-Jewry to the serious position in which it is 
gradually being placed by its policy of drift, it will have done a great deal 
of good to the Community. It seems to have become a settled policy with 
some people to cavil at the Jewish relig on whenever they find that its 
_ aworking dees not somehow or avother fit in with their idea of how things 
should or should not be. Is it then to be wondered at that Dr. Mattuck 
should seize at the opportunity offered him by the seeming hards4ips 
caused by tradition. Judaism, displayed and magnified by those self- 
made well-wishers, to attempt to attract to his fold those faint-hearted 
Jews by offering them asa bait the removal of all Jewish restr.ctions, 
and allowing them as. much licence as they desire so rien as they act in 
conformity with English law. 

As for individual hardships that are occasioned by the fact of the 
Jews possessing a law of their own, they always have been and still are 
the first concern of the Rabbis. These cases, however, cannot be taken 
en masse as no single ruling could apply to themall.. Each case must be 
taken on its own merits and reviewed by itself. 

Those who are really anxious to ameliorate the conditions of unfor- 
tunate brothers and sisters, should know that it is useless to urge that 
the Rabbis should institute reforms in the working of the the laws of 
“Get” and kindred laws. This objective they will mever succeed in 
attaining, as the Jewish laws, in themselves, compare favourably with 
any modern code. Rather let them strengthen the hands of the Rabbis, 
by turning their energies to raising the consciousness of the Community 
to their duties as Jews. By this means they will be able to arrive much 
nearer to the goal they desire. For the rest, the trouble is to be found 
in the laxity of the people in the observance of all things Jewish. In an 
observant Jewish Community nearly all these hardships would fall away 
of themscives.

Rabbi I. J. Yoffey, in the course of his address sail: We are gathered 
here to-lay to witness the laying of the foundation-stones of the new 
branch of the Manchester Talmud Torah. The foundation-stones of a 
building of this character represent the most vital foundation opon which 
the entire House of Israel is buiit. There are three pillars upon which

the existence and advancement of a nation depend, namely the posges- - 


sion of a land, economic prosperity, and.a bigh cultural level. A notion 
which possesses these three elements will always be able to preserve 
and maintain its distinctive national features and characteristics, ard so 
it will proceed from strength to strength. Since we lack two of the 
aforementioned pillars, namely the possession of a land and econo:nic 
prosperity, there remains only one thing upon which one can base our 
existence, andthatisthe Torah. The Torah alone has protected and safe- 
guarded us from the infernos through which we have constantly passed. 
If it were not for the Torah wo would long since have been extinct asa 
nation. We have a!ways realised that education was for us a matter of 
life or death, and that ignorance was bound to undermine the very basis 
of ouc existence. And, therefore, on innumerable occasions our sages in the 
Talmud have striven to impress this lesson upon us. Our Talmud Torah 
Schools have throughout the generations played a tremendous part in 
fortifying our children against all hostile forces. The Talmud Torahs 
have prevented them from being carried away by the stream of assimila- 
tion, and protected them from all those infinences which would have 
proved injurious to our religious and national traditions. The Manchester 
Talmud Torah, since its establishment forty-five years ago, has always 
been a bulwark of spiritual strength to the Community. Thousands of 
children, added the Rabbi, have pissed through it, and throngh itg 
influence have become good Jews and good citizens. I hope that the time 
is not far off when the Talmud Torah will be extended, so that a special 
school for girls will be established. It is a burning necessity at the 
present day that our girls should possess a fair standard of Jewish 
knowledge. 

A dinner, in celebration of the event, was given in the‘evening at 
the Midland Hotel.

University Jewish Students’ Socie’y. 


Dr. Selig Brodetsky, in the course of an address to the Jewish 
students of the University, gave an explanation of a movement which he 
suggested almost amounted to the expulsion of the secular student from 
the Jcwish Community. It was a view widely held in the Community, he 
said, that zoology, astronomy, mathematics, chemistry and engineering 
were strictly non-Jewish studies, and their students thus non-Jews. He 
attributed that to some stringency in the ghetto life and to the 
dispersion of the Jews from Spain and Portugal. They had at 
one time cnjoyed intclicctual freedom in the ghetto, whatever 
their political servitude, but after the sixteenth century therc was a 
most remarkable vacuum of Jewish participation in secular studies. 
Study had become study of the Talmud and associated works. It was 
thus that men of distinction became divorced from the life of the 
Community, with the result that the life of the Community was intel. 
lectually impoverished. Dr. Brodctsky suggested as the possible remedy, 
the work of the Usaiversity of Jerusaiem. But here also there was a 
frave danger that it might not give the inteHectually full life that the 
Community needed. Gifts were madc for Jewish studies, betokening the 
samc attitude towards scientific secular studies; and the idea that co 
long as the world could look to it for Jewish studies it need not therefore 
provide a course in collodial chemistry, would be a great mistake. 
Professor S$. Alexander presided at the meeting.

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Household Pests. 
JEWISH HEALTH ORGANISATION LECTURE. 

On Saturday eveniny last, the first of the Sixth Annual Series of 
lectures held by the Jewish Health Organisation at the Whitechapel Art 
Gallery, was delivered by Dr. D. N. Nabarro, M.D., F.R.C.P., on 
" Household Pests.” Mr. A. H. Levy, M.D., F.R.C.8., presided. The 
lecture was illustrated by lantern slides. 

It was a mistake, said the lecturer, to think that the apparently 
trivial and harmless insects were, at the most, only anuisance. The 
ravages due to rats alone reachedan enormous figure cvery year, and in 
the British Isles alone the loss caused by them was bo less than 
£75,000,000. Thousands of people died every year through disease 
spread by the rat. Disease and death might be conveyed by flies, 
mosquitoes and other insects. Vermin were found not only in the homes 
of the dirty and the very poor, but it was also possible to pick them up 
by travelling in tubes, trains, trams, ‘buses and lifts, as well as in 
crowded cinemas and in schools. In 1907 there was founded a “Society 
for the Destruction of Vermin,’ which changed its name in 1925 to the 
“ College of Pestology.” The lecturer praised the work of the College of 
Pestology and advised everyone who had difficulty with pests to apply 
to the Secretary at 52, Bedford Square, W:C.I, 


FLIES. 

In recent years, in tracing the causes of the spread of infectious 
diseases, scientists have shown that the common house-fly is responsible 
for the spread of typhoid fever, dysentery and diphtheria, and othe: 
diseases from one individual to another. The fly nuisance, if unchecked, 
would become a cause of real danger to the community. The first warm 
days incarly March are the best time to attack the insects, for they are then 
few in number and poor in vitality, and every female destroyed in March 
means some millions less to account for in Avunst. Probable breeding 
places should be sprayed with a mixture of crude carbolic, 5 parts; 
citronella oil, 1 part; paraffin oi], 14 parts. Flies may multiply so quickly 
and abundantly that the descendants of a single female in a normal 
summer may nomber no less than eighteen billions. Fortunately there 
are any setbacks which may check this enormons increase. As flies 
are such a real danger to the health of the community a fly-war should 
be started in every house every year. -Breeding places should be 
scattered with a good carbolic powder, and all dirty corners and dustbins 
should be cleaned out frequently. EL very housewife should keep her jams, 
milk, meat, and other food covered up at all times. The blue-bottle, 
said the lecturer, which abounded mostly in butchers’ shops, is a flesh fly 
and enters houses in search of meat, which should therefore be taken 
great care of and never left uncovered longer than necessary. 


BEETLES, BUGS AND FLEAS. 
A pest which is not so widely distributed as the ordinary house fly is 
the black beetle, whicb recent medica) research bas discovered to be an 


intermediate host whereby certain worms Or intestinal parasites may be 
transferred from the lower animals to man. Certain authorities, mwore- 
over, believe that possibly the black beetle may have some relation to the 
germ of Cancer. The black beetle had a natural enemy, the bed bug 
which it devoured when within reach. The common flea might also 
convey disease, and the “ bubonic plague” was conveyed from diseased 
rats to man by the rat flea. Possibly other human diseases were con- 
veyed by fleas and one doctor held the view that the germ of rheumatism 
might be conveyed by a flea. The mosquito, once only a tropical pest, 
was now known here too. The discoveries of Manson, Ross, Gorgas, and 
other pioneers that mosquitoes breed in damp places and can be extermina- 
ted by Ditch Sterilisation by means of Paraffin Oil had led to the 
reduction of malaria and yellow fever in the tropics, and millions of lives 
had thus been saved. 


The Work of the Ort. 


VALUABLE SUPPORT IN THE DOMINIONS. 

The Report of the South African Committee states that since the 
campaign for funds for the work of the Ort, Oze-} miqgdirekt in the Rast 
Eurepean countries was opened by Dr. Leon Bramson, a sum of £17,422 
has been collected. £15,000 was remitted to Europe and distributed 
under the auspices of these organisations. 

About £6,000 has been raised in the E aste rn States of Australia, 
where Mr. 8. Y. Jacobi is conducting the appeal for help. He has toured 
New South Wales and “ueensland, and is continuing his efforts ‘in 
Western Australia. 

Since the conclusion of the Agreement between the Central Board of 
the Ort and the Soviet Anthorities allowing the importation of machines 
free of duty into Soviet Nussia, about five hundred permits for machines 
to be received by relatives in Russia have already been issued in Moscow. 
A considerable bumber of applications from relatives living in England have 
been received by the London Committee, and during the last fortnight 
about twenty permits have been granted for a variety of machines to be 
forwarded shortly. Some of the machines have been sent to Russia by 
relatives living in Palestine.

MR. VANDEN BERGH’S GIFT. 

On Monday last the Soup kitchen in Butler Strect, Spitalfields, 
was opened for the winter season by Lord Bearsted. Mr. Samuel 
Samuel, M.P., the President, presided. Among those present were:

The CHAIRMAN said thatin view of the great depression which existed 
at the present time in commerce and industry, be was afraid that they 
were in fora very bad year for the poor people. They had sent outa 
memorandum, asking for the support of the Jewish public for that charity. 
Those people who came there for food did so from dire necessity. That in 
itself spoke of the distress which existed among their people. He hoped 
that they would be able with the assistance of the public to carry on during 
the coming season and relicve the destitution. They had to relieve the 
suffering, especially of the women and children, and women formed a 
larce proportion of those whocame there. Last year they relieved nightly 
between 2,500 and 2,300 people sothey could imagine the anxiety of those 
who had to cater for that need and collect the funds in order notto refuse 
any of the very poor people who applied there. He would like tosee 
more young people coming forward and taking an active part in their work. 
Most of those present were getting on in years and it was essential that 
that lostitution should be kept going. 

Lord BEARSTED, in declaring the Kitchen open, said he hoped that 
that very deserving charity would continue to do its good work. 

Mr. GueTave Tuck, the Treasurer of the Kitchen, referred to Lord 
Bearsted s Communal work and said that in connection with the work of 
of the Soup Kitchen it was au added pleasure to see an honoured relative 
of their beloved President perform the opening ceremony. Everybody 
who knew anything about their work knew what Mr. Samuel Samuel 
meant to them and what he did for them. His nephew Colonel F. D. 
Samuel was another of their strong pillars. Unhappily the poverty 
among their Fast End brethren did not decrease, if anything, itshowed a 
tendency to increase, and he was afraid that this winter they would 
have to face difficult conditions, because unemployment seemed to be on 
the increase and the suffering poor of the East End were hardhit. Their 
Soup Kitchen provided that material assistance for the women, children, 
and the unemployed, which they had provided for many years, thanks 
to the generosity of the Community. Their old and tried friend Mr. 
Henry Vanden Bergh, continued to assist them and only recently he had 
undertaken to give £100 a year for the mext seven yeare. As their 
Treasurer he could assure them that no money was wasted in the 
discharge of the affairs of the Kitchen. He hoped that they would 
continue for many years to enjoy the goodwill and support of their Com- 
munity, and so long as they had men like Mr. Samuel Samuel and Lord 
Bearsted to give their personal interest_in the work. they cou'd be sure 
that the Kitchen would maintain its traditions of charity and helpfulness, 
Mr. Tuck concluded by announcing that it was decided to have ladies on 
their Committee. They would be glad to hear from any lady who felt 
that she could be of assistance to them. 

Mr. HENRY VANDEN BERGH seconded the vote of thanks to Lord 
Bearsted. | 

Lord BEARSTED, briefly acknowledging the vote, congratulated them 
on deciding to have ladies on the Committee. He thought it was a very 
wise step. Mr. Tuck had asked him to announce that they were startin. 
the season by helping eighty more families than last year. 

it will be recalled that Lord Bearsted’s father opened the Kitchen 
for the winter season 1902-3 when he was Lord Mayor of London. The 
distribution of food will be held on Monday, Taesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday evenings from half-past five to seven o'clock. On Thursday 
evenings an additional portion of food is given to help the poor over 
the week-end. The Committee has arranged for soup and bread to be 
given on four evenings each week throughout the winter scason, and, in 
addition, kasher margarine and sardines on alternate evenings.

No. 474.—The Death of Moses. 
My DEAR CousIN, 


4jne of the best illustrations of the value of the Midrash as a mirror 
of Jewish life and thought is afforded by the old mythical story of the 
death of Moses. In Holy Writ the incident occupies two sentences : 

So Moses, the servant of the Lord, died there in the land of Moab, according 


to the Word of the Lord. And He buried him in a valley in the land ef Moab, 
over against Beth-peor; bnt no man knoweth of his sepulchre unto this 


day. 

Such is the plain unvarnished statement which rounds off a life of 
great, and often burdensome, activity. But in the popular imagination, 
the simple statement was elaborated into a story reflecting the Jewish 
attitude to life and death. Legend is the handmaid of history, and in 
this iastance she is a very delightful handmaid. Her naiveté borders 
on the fascinating, and simple though her talé is, it bas in it elements of 
titanic struggle. What is her story ? 

When the Holy One, Blessed be He, announced to Moses that his end 
was near, the great prophet was filled with a dread terror and clothed 
himself in sackcloth and ashes His first impulse was to pray to God as 
be had prayed in time past when Israel] had sinned, but God had ordained 
throughout his seven heavens that the prayer of Moses should find no 
admittance. To ensure the enforcement of His decree, He ordered the 
Ministering Angels to withdraw themselves into the bighest heights. 
None the less, so intense was the prayer of Moses that, like a sharp 
sword, it cut its way into God's presence. And this is what he prayed: 

“ Lord of the Universe, Thou knowest all my work and all my 

tribulation for Thy people, Israc]: Thon knowest what a gigantic 
task it was to teach them the Torah and to make them a free people. 
I had hoped that, just as I have shared in their troubles and diffi. 
culties, so I should also share in their joy in the hour of their éntry 
into the Promised Land. Yet now Thou sayest that I must in no 
wise cross the Jordan. Is it not written in the Tora/ that the worker 
is Worthy of his hire on the very day of his work’? Is this the reward 
for my efforts, say?” 

To whom God answered: “ Thot didst not hallow My name at the 
waters of «uarrelling, and so I must be firm.” But Moses, nothing 
daunted, continued to argue: “ Thou art pitifal to all Thy creatures, and 
wilt Thou not overlook this one fault of mine ?” But God replied that 
Moses was guilty not of one, but of six faults. Whereupon Moses 
reminded God that He had been merciful to Israel who was guilty not of 
six, but of many faults. The last word was with God: “ You are an 
individual,” He said, “Israel is a great community; a community is 
treated differently from an individual.” And when Moses would con- 
tinue his pleading, God said sternly: “It is of no avail. Kuow thou that 
death is part of creation. Recall the words of Scripture: *‘ And God saw 
all that He had made, and, behold, it was good.’ Death it was that was 


The case seemed hopeless, but Moses bethought him of possible 
_ friends who might plead his cause. He appealed to Heaven and 
Earth, saying: “Pray ye for me.” But they replied: “We have no 
power to pray for you, for we ourselves must expect destruction. Is it 
not written ‘The heavens will disappear like smoke, and the earth will 
decay like agarment’?” Then Moses bethought him of the stars, and 
begged the stars to pray for him. Their answer was the same. “Our 
end too will come ; how, then, can we pray for thee? If we are to pray 
at all, our prayer must be for our own destiny.” With little hope Moses 
approached the hills and mountains and asked them to pray for him. 
“ How can we pray for thee,” was their answer, “ seeing that it is written, 
* The bills will cease and the mountains will disappear’'?” Moses made 
one last effort and appealed to the sea. But the sea mocked him, saying, 
“Dost thou come to me now for help, you who once on a time stretched 
out thy hand and dried up my waters”? ‘he memory of those glorious 
times only added to the prophet’s cup of bitterness, and he pinred his 
Jast hope to the angel who is nearest God's throne. “Do thou pray for 
me,” he begged. The angel answered: “I cannot; for the flat has gone 
forth that thy hour is come.” 

Despaif is the mother of boldness, and Moses turned to God once 
more; 

“ If I may not pass into the Holy Land, at least let me still live 
outside its borders, but let me live. If it is the Divine Will that 
Joshua shall be the leader of Thy people, so be it. I am ready to 
exchange roles with him. Let him be the leader and I will be bis 
servant. If that cannot be, let me be like the beasts of the field 
who, though they have no understanding, at least see the light of 
diay; let me be like one of these. Or let me be like a bird that flies 
through the air, that seeks its food wheresoever it can find it, and 
when the day is done returns to its nest.” 

But God would not be moved and said: “‘Ceasethy words! Know that 
] have sworn two oaths, the first, that thou must die here and not go over 
the Jordan; and the second, that Israel shall enter into the Promised 
Land. If now I grant thee thy request and break My first oath, how 
should My second oath stand?” At these words Moses bent bis head 
and confessed that this argument made him dumb. Deeply as he felt the 
desire to live longer, he would not allow that desire to jeopardise Israel’s 
opportunity of entering Palestine. 

There was nothing for it but to prepare for the end. Moses 
accordingly sat down to complete the Torah, and as he sat con- 
eluding the work his last hour struck, and God spoke to the archangel 
Gabriel, saying: “Go and bring the soul of Moses.” “The task 
is too difficult for me,” replied the angel, “for if he be unwilling, 
how can I use force against a man whose worth outweighs the 
whole of Israel?”° God turned to the archangel Michael: “Go thou 
and bring Me the soul of Moses.” “I cannot go,” replied Michael, “I 
was his teacher and he wy pupil. I cannot take his soul.” God then 
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turned to Zamuel, the Angel of Death: “Go tiuou and bring the soul of 
Moses.” The Angel of Death bad been waiting for his commission, and 
when it came bis countenance beamed with satisfaction. Girding on his 
sword and covering himself with the Mantle of Mercileseness, he went 
to Moses and saw how Israel's teacher was writing God's name in the 
Torah. This was too much even for Zamuel, who trembling took hold of 
Moses and knew not what to say. But Moses addressed him, asking him 
what his errand wa:. “I have come,” replied the other, “to bring away 
your soul.” “ You cannot take it,” replied Moses.” “Are not the souls 
of all the living in my power?” asked the Angel of Death, “and will not 
my power extend over thee too?” Moses assured him that he was 
different from all other humans. He recounted to the Great Reaper bis 
life's work. He had seen God tace to face and had spoken with Him as 
a child speaks to its father. Do what he would, the Angel of Death 
had no power over him. The Anyel attempted to use foree and drew his 
sword to strike Moses. Moses still had the staff of God on which was 
engraved the Holy Name, and he belaboured the Angel of Death with it 
until the latter tled in dismay, blinded by its flashes. And down to this 
day the Angel of Death, as he wanders about the earth, cannot see. 

It was meet that God should once more imtervenc. and he spoke to 
Moses, saying: “Fear not, for I Myseif will prepare thy tomb.” 
Descending from the highest heavens, God came down and besonght 
Moses to close his eyes, to fold his hands upon his breast, and to put his 
feet side by side. Then God calle] gently to the soul of Moses: “ My 
danghter, it was thy destiny to remain for 120 years in the body of 
Moses. Itis now thy destiny to depart. Come unto me and fear not.” 
But the soul of Moses replied: “Well do I know that Thou art the Lord of 
Spirits. Thoa hast created me and formec me and placed me in the body 
of Moses, a truly nobie vessel. I love it and I do rot desire to depart 
from it.” Whereupon God spoke gently : “I will take thee up tenderly 
and place thee on the throne of My glory in the midst of all the angels.” 
But still.the sonl of Moses refused to come. Then God pleaded anew 
with it, and when God kissed it, it left its earthly abode. And Ged Him. 
self wept; Heaven and Earth wept: Joshua wept and Israel wept. And 
Israel said, “ The memory of the righteous is ever a blessing! ”

Fig Pudding. 


Pigs, ib. Sugar, 6 
Cooking apples. 1). Suet, 4 028. 
bread crumbs, lwo 


Flour, 2 0z* Pinch of salt. Nutmeg. 

WASH and chop the figs; chop the smet; peel, core and chop the 
apples. 

Mix the suet, flour, bread crambs and sngar together; add the fault 
and mix well. Beat up the eggs with a table spoonful of water: pour on 
to the other ingredients and wix thoroughly. Tarn into a greased basin, 
cover with a greased paper, and steam from two-and-a-half to three 
hours.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Specially prepared for THe JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


This is the word of the Lord unto Zerubbabel, “Not by fighting, 
not by force, but by my spirit saith the Lord of Hosts.’—Zechariah 
tv. 6. 

Chanucah, being a post-biblical Festival, has no record in the canon 
of Holy Scripture. To find appropriate readings from tho Bible for its 
Synagogue ritual the record of some other event in Jewish history had to 
be chosen. Since it celebrates the dedication of the restored Temple, one 
suitable analogy is found in the description of the dedication of the 
Tabernacle in the wilderness, and the offerings of the princes, described 
in the seventh chapter of the Book cf Numbers. From this is taken a 
scriptural reading for each day of the Festival. On the first Sabbath of 
Chanucah there is a still more appropriate theme available. This 
is the return of the cxiles from Babylon and the circumstances 
attending their efforts to build the new Temple. Its appropriateness 
is still further marked by the fact that the selection from the Prophet 
Zechoiriah contains the striking vision of the golden candlestick that so 
well fits in with the chief ceremonial of the Chanucadé Festival. It has 
of curse no relation to events that Lappened over three hundred years 
afterwards. But it does bear cvidence of being informed by a similar 
spirit of courage and faith as that which later moved the Maccabees to 
their unequal struggle with the Syrians. ‘The point stressed in cach case 
is the ultimate superiority of moral courage and pure faith, over the 
unreasoning persecution, and the senseless prejudice of cither Samaritan 


or Syrian, even when aided by vast forces or trained Icgions. ‘This 
was the idea that inspired Mattathias and his sons. It was the 
same message that had come long before to Zerubbabel. “Not by 


fighting, not by force, but by my spirit saith the Lord of Hosts.” 
Zerubbabel is himself a notable figure in Jewis. history and the story of 
his times a stirring account of Jewish adventure. He was the leader of 
am band of pioneers who chose the dangerous and thankless task of 
attempting to build up a people and a lemple that had alike been over- 
whelmed in a great national calamity. The expedition did not commend 
itself to the majority of the Jews in Babylon. It meant giving up posses- 
sions and positions they had acyaired with some difficulty in their new 
land, and the sacrifice of prospects under the new monarch who had 
Shown himself so favourably disposel towards them. It was in the 
prophet’s words “a great mountain” that confronted Zerubbabel 
and his brethren. He himself was a man of noble birth, with great 
opportunities in the land ofthe captivity. He might have remaincd there 
and risen like other men of his race to a high position at the Court of the 
King. Other Jews preferred so to remain. Zerubbabel chose to 
share hardship and poverty and persecution with the faithful few of his 
race in the land of his fathers, if so he might the better serve his people 
and his God. There was no period in the whole history of the Jewish 
people which made so profound an impression on them as those seventy 
years of captivity in Babylon. They had seen a recreation of the Hebrew 
race with a new vision and a new outlook. To such men as Zerubbabel 
and his contemporaries we owe not only the upbuilding of the new 
Palestine, but the implanting of that spirit of God of which the text 
speaks. They saved the religion of Isracl from outside forces that had 
well-nigh overwhelmed it. A similar task was accomplished by the 
Maccabees in their later struggle against Hellenism. 

When Zerubbabe!l, with his band of faithful followers arrives in his 
own country, he experienced a great sinking of the heart. Where Jeru 
salem had been, with its glorious Temple, the palace of its kings, the 
stately mansions of its nobility, there is now bat a heap of ruins, scat- 
tered stones and chatred beams, telling of the firing of the city, and the 
massacre of its citizens, that hid catled forth the lamentations of Jere- 
miah. Round about are the villages of the strangors of the land who look 
with no favouring eyes on Zerubbabe! and his company. They may well 
fear that if the Jews rebuild thoir capital city in however humble a 
way, if they strengthen that city with a wall, and grow strong withia 
its defences, they may gradually re'ake possession of the land of their 
fathers. But Zerubbabel, encouraged by Zechariah and Haggai, the pro. 
phets, and by the willingness and bravery of his comrades sets to work 
boldly. The colony of. returned exiles group themselves around the 
capital at Jerusalem. They erect an altar of stone, and then they start 
the larger work of the rebuilding of the Temple. Zerubbabel has been 
promised that his hands shall lay the foundation-stone, amid the accla- 
mations of the multitude. “He shall bring forth the corner-stone with 
shoutings of ‘Grace, grace uato it.” We have apparently a reference to 
this ceremonial in the 118th Psalm. “The stone which the builders 
rejected is become the chief cornerstone. Thisis the Lord's doing, it is 
marvellous in our eyes.” Some incident in the progress of the work had 
perhaps served as the starting-point of the parable. Some stone, a 
fraginent perhaps of the old Temple rescued from its ruins, had seemed 
to the architect unfit for the work of holding together the two walls 


that met at right angles to each other. They would have  pre- 
ferred some new block of their own fashioning. But someone 
more conversant with the traditions of the Temple knew that 


that was just the right place for it, that no other stone would answer 
halfas well. The trial was made; the issue answered their cxpecta- 
tions. Could they fail to see that it was a typo and figure of what was 
then passing in the history of the nation’ Israel had been rejected by 
the builders of the world’s empires. Once more it should become the 
corner stone, the leader of the nations. And Zerubbabeol is to be the 
means thereto. He is to bid “the great mountain of prejudice and selfish. 
ness and antagonism to become a plain. He is to conquer not by fighting 
nor by force but “ by my spirit saith the Lord of Hosts.” 


NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath 320", Genesis xxxvii, 25. 

XXXVII, 4. “Could not speak peaceably onto him.” The word 437 
was 80 understood by all the Jewish commentators, and is explained in 
this sense by practically every modern scholar. [Even the Kanutzsch. 
Gescnius translates it this way. Ewald, in his Grammar, was the first 
to distinguish between A followed by the accusative and by the pre. 
position 5X, and he rendershere by “ speak aJout him.” This explanation 
is supported by such passages as xix, 21, “the city about which thou has! 
spoken,” xxiii, 16, “the silver about which he spoke,” and Ruth iv, | 
“the near kinsman of whom Boaz spoke.” 

Verse 5. “And they hated bim yet the more.” Dillmann contends 
that these words must be a later addition since the brothers had not yet 
Leard the contents of the dream. But the clause is quite in order if we 
suppose that the brothers were incensed by the recital of the dream, 
quite apart from what it implied. The fact that Joscpl related it to 
them indicates that he had no suspicion of the ill-feeling they bore him, 
otherwise he could have had no motive in adding fuel to their animosity. 

Verse 7. There are two points in connection with the first dream to 
be noted. Firstly, it was about sheaves, thus indicating that its fu'fil 
ment would occur in connection with corn. It was when the brothers 
had to come to buy food in Egypt that they aetually prostrated them 
selves before Joseph (xhi., 6). Ia the second place, it is said of his sheaf 
that it “ arose and also stood upright.” Both verbs are necessary; they 
foretold that not only would Joseph rise to greatness but, in an age 
when an eminent station was always precarious, he would waintain his 
exalted position. 

Verse 3. “Reign . . « have domiuion over us” 
brothers cmploy two verbs to expressitheir indignation 
Kzra, what they wished to express was this: 
we will voluntarily appoint thee king over us, orthat thou wilt have 
dominion over us by force? Nachmanides prefers to follow the Targum: 
Dost thcu imagine thou shalt be a king or a ruler over us’ bothimplying 
that they would have tosubmitto his dominion. The difference between 
JOD and son may be this—the former indicates the creation of a 
dynasty, ‘so that Joseph and his successors would reign over them and 
their descendants ; while the latter implics that Joseph only. in his 
person, would establish a position of authority over his brothers. 

“ His dreams.” There are some who find a difficulty thot the plural 
is used although only one dream lias so far been related. The intention 
is evidently to include the dream which immediately follows, since after 
its. narration no mention is made of the fact that it increased the 
brothers’ hatred. 

“His words.” Rashi and Ibn [’zra take this to mean the evil reporta 
referred to in verse 2. Nachmanides, on the other hand, understands 
it as the relation of the dreams. It seems probable, however, that 

has here the same meaniog as in the formula “The 
rest of the acts of" which is used in the Books of Kings and Chronicles,

HUMANITARIAN ACHIEVEMENTS. 

Major-General Sir George McKenzic Franks, K.C.GB. and Mr. John H, 
Harris, prospective Liberal candidate for North Hackney, spoke 
respectively on “ Refugees” and “Slavery” at a League of Nations 
meeting held at the Gustave Tuck Hall, Shacklewell Lane, Dalston, on 
Sunday evening, in connection with the stoke Newington Social and 
Literary Society.

Under 
the leadership of Great Britain, he said, the League of Nations had pre 
pared a Treaty under which all the States which were members of the 
League as well as States outside, if they so wished, could sizn this 
Treaty pledging themselves to do everything in their power to bring 
about the total abolition of slavery in ailits forms.

The curious impulse to thank an cxternal, 
remoter Somebody for his self-earned happiness took him. Le lon Dieu, 
No! Who, then? His arms drooped. It was lonely without God. 

Crael that man should be Geveloped just to that high point where he 
could realise his own deficiency! And yet each individual imagined him. 
self to be the centre around which the universe revolved. Mechanically 
he said Vanitatum! Omnia Vanitas!” The familiar word brought 
others to his mind. | 

One generation passeth away, and another generation cometh; but 
the earth abideth for ever. The thing that hath been, it is that which 
shall be; and that which is done is that which shall be done: and there is 
nothing new under the sun. In much wisdom is much grief; and he that 
increaseth knowledge :ncreaseth sorrow.” 

Not even the French Romantics could give words tothe ma/ du sircle 
s0 poignantly as old Ecclesiastes. It needed a Jew to express the desire 
for the splendour of things, simultaneously with the realisation of their 
emptiness. (Queer race, queer genius. Moses, Jesus, Spinoza, Heine, 
Marx, Disraeli, Epstein, Freud, Einstein, Bergson. . . He himseif— 
but he prided himself on the fact that by now he held no creed “ while 
contemplating all”-—-a form of religious dilettantism. And yet, all 
these teachings, Jesus, Mahomet, Buddha, Brahmin, Confucius, were 
they not all ramifications or exemplifications under various guises of the 
eternal watchword of the eternal race: “Hear © Israel! The Lord our 
God, the Lord is One.” 

After years of neglect the old Hebrew words he had so often repeated 
as a child echoed back—Shemah \lisrael! Auoney Eloheinou. Adoney 
Echod!” 

Abruptiy as the words beat in his miad, he was overwhelmed with a 
tleep rush of Ghetto nostalgia, and knew then that the yoke of the 
heritage of thousands of years could not be shaken off so easily. 

Atavism brought strange impulses which resolved themselves yet 
more strangely as they clashed with western culture. Here was the 
explanation of those temperamental upheavals—those violent inexplicable 
yearnings, which, because they were starved of satisfaction, left him 
morose, bitterand unstrung.

Jewish Parties in the Roumanian Elections. 


Government's Alliance with Zionists. 


The Government has declined toapprove the name of Rabbi Zireison, 
of Kishineff, asa candidate for the Roumanian Senate. The Govern: 
ment has furthermore declined to agree tothe Jewish request for Jewish 
members, both in the Chamber of Deputies and in the Senate, to repre. 
sent the Jewsof Bukowina. It has decided to nominate only Dr. Meyer 
Ebner for the Senate, and to have no Jewish representative in the 
Chamber of Deputies. The Jews, however, have nominated Dr. Ebner 
for the Chamber of Deputies. 

The Union of Roumanian Jews has broken off its negotiations with Mr. 
Maniu because, states its clection manifesto, of his refusal of more than 
one seat, and because the Government has proved vawilling to guarantee 
any pro-Jewish measures during the life-time of the ‘next l’arliament, 
beyond its broad programme. 

lection conflicts among Jewish groups are raging. The Zionists 
now allied to the Government blame the Union of Koumanian Jews for 
concluding a bioe with the Liberal or Bratianu Party. The non Zionists 
in Rourmania as well as in the Union, are greatly displeased that the 
Government should have conciuded an clection 6/ec with the Zionists 
only. 

Activities of the Cuzist Party. 

Cuzist agitators are spreading anti-Semitic propaganda throughout 
the country. There seems little doubt that the Cuzist Party has ample 
funds from the Liberal Party and the People’s Party for an anti- 
Covermental and anti-Jewish election campaign. 

The three principal Jewish candidates on the Government list for 
the Chamber of Depaties in Bessarabia are Zionists: Advocates Landau, 
Hoffman and Rosevberg. The Liberal Party is ranning two Jewish 
candidates in Kishineff. It has nominated other Jews as candidates in 
various parts of the country. 

In bucharest and Czernowitz special measures have been adopted 
by the Government to prevent outbreaks against the Jews during the 
elections. 

The Jewish Parties have appealed to the Governmont to change the 
date of the senate elections, fixed fora Satarday. 


The Roumanian Situation. 
> 
Jewish Prospects.

Until the new elections are held in Roumania, those {free clections 
whiclhi Mr. Maniu has promised, and which Koumania has never knowa 
before, it will be impossible to say more about the Jewish situation than 
that it ought to improve with the bette:ment of general conditions in 
the country. 

It must be remembered that anti-Semitism in Roumania has never 
been a mutter of law, but of administration. Thatis to say, it existed 
in fact but never in official theory. And it is to the credit of the late 
Govergment to say tat they had definitely crushed the anti-Semitic 
Party. And since the Peasant Party, through the mouths of the various 
leaders, has attacked both the last two Goveraments on the score of their 
failure to protect the interests of the migoritices, it is reasonable to 
suppose that a strong line will be taken if the anti-Semites try to 
re-organise at the next election, and carry out a campaiga whict: the best 
men in Reumania have again and again repudiated. Asa matter of fact, 
Mr. Maniu, the new Premier, did in fact include, in his recent manifcsto 
at Alba Julia, a paragraph denouncing the atrocities at Clo) and Oradea 
Mare. These atrocities, the work of student gangs, cannot be laid at the 
door of the late Government. Itis true that the students were brought 
to this town with the hope and intention that they would create a 
demonstration. But the demonstration was not intended to be againgt 
the Jews at all. The anti-Semites mecely made use of the opportunity. 

Another interesting point which must not be forgotten is this. Tue 
Union of oumanian Jews, which is stronely Nationalist in character aad 
rather urgently patriotic, attacked the Tsaranist Party in its anxiety to 
support the late Government. This might seem to point to danger of 
anti-Jewish reprisals from some of the Tsaranist leaders. But no such 
fear nced be entertained, by reason of this further consideration, that tho 
(inion of Roumanian Jews was strongly anti-Zionist, and according'y, 
the Tsaranists made a fighting compact with the Zionists in the Bukowina, 
in Transylvania and Bessarabia. This friendly understanding with one 
section of Jewry should be & guarantce against the dancer of an anti. 
Jewisb outbreak in any other direction. 

And, after all, the new Government is made up largely from the 
minority provinces, feom which it has recruited leaders of superior 
intelligence, trained in a first-rate political and alministrative school, 
that of the former Austrian Empire. ‘They are not likely to invite 
criticism, either from within or without their own borders, by actions 
smelling of social injustice. Furthermore, they know how valuable a 
factor in the prosperity of New Roumania the Jewscan be. After all, 
since in theory the Roumanian Jews enjoy complete equality, what they 
need is simply good government, just the same as the rest of Koumanis. 
So long as the government was bad, as it was under Averescu, 
the Jews suffered. But Mr. Maniu has not chosen for his Cabinet 
any man of the type of Goga, Averescu’s notorious anti-Semitic 
Minister of the Loterior. In fact, the Tsaranist Minister of the Laterior, 
Dr. Alexander Vaida-Voevod, was made «d interim Premicr in 1919 for 
the specific purpose of signing the Minority Treaties which M. Jonel 
Bratianu refused to sign. Dr. Vaida-Voevod is a man of outstanding 
intelligence and excellent intentions, and there is every reason to expect 
that under his administration Jewish intcrests will be adequately 
protected. 
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Bat, indeed, most sensible Jews hope to see the early disappearance 
in Roumania of any controversy about specia! Jewish interests. Doubtless 
religious problems will remain, and the Zionists wil) maintain their point 
But these are matters of Jewish 
domestic concern. From the public !point of view, what the Roumanian 
Jew wants most urgently is to be considered a patriotic and progressive 
citizen, and to work harmoniously witb his non-Je wish fellow-citizens 
for the advancement of a country which, by reason of its natural resources,

Draft Statutes Unanimously Adopted. 


[From our Correspondent —BuCHAREST. | 


A Conference of Jewish Communities was beld at Bucharest last 
week, to pass draft Statutes for the regulation of Jewish life in the 
country through the Communities, in accordance with the law passed by 


the new Government. Ona two suestions there was warm discussion. 


The Bessarabian Demoncratic Pioc demanded the right of election and 
the vote for women : Chief Rabbi Zirelson, threatened to withdraw if the 
right of being elected were granted to women, and his motion of rejection 
was carried. On the question of voting age, twenty-one was fixed as the 


Minimum for both sexes. 


Tbe elections wifi be held on a proportional basis. The Federation 
of Jewish Communities in old Roumania, the Union of Roumanian Jews, 
the Urthodox and Democratic Central Commanities of Pessarabia, the 
Jews of Transylvania, and the Spagnol Communities were officially 
represented ; the only Jewish body absent was that of the Orthodox Jews 


of Transylvania, who explained that they were opposed to a wnited front. 


Appreciation was expressed of the work of the Secretary of the Federation 
of Jewish Communities, Mr. Schweig, in drafting the Statutes, which 


were passed unanimously in their final form.

Jewish Land Settlement in Germany. 


To Start Early in the New Year. 


At a public meeting held in Berlin,it was decided that the 
Jewish land settlement work in Germany will be started early in the 
New Year. An extensive campaign for fands was launched. Leaders in 
Jewish life were present. The Conference of the Federation of Jewish 
Ex-Soldiers in Germany started the project; delegates from eight hundred 
of its branches were present. 

Two Committees were formed, one for the practical work of land 
settlement, the other to create an All-German Federation for Jewish 
Land Settlement to raise the necessary funds. Mr. Leo Wolf, represent- 
ing the Federation of Jewish Communities in Prussia; Dr. Alfred 
Neumeyer, President of the Bavarian Federation of Jewish Communities;

Statistics of Jews in Poland. 


Steady Decline in Numbers. 


[From our Correspondent— WARSAW.) 


Statistics published by the Polish official Statistical Office show a 
great fall in the birth-rate, and rise in the death rate of the Jewish 
community in Poland. Compared with other nationalities on Polish 
soil, the Jews, during the last five years show 1.7 per cent. fewer births 
and 20.7 per cent. more deaths than their neighbours. 

Comparing 1923 with 1926, the Catholic population showed in the 
latter year 87.9 per handred marriages in the former year, and the 
Jewish community showed 6*.6 Similarly in the birtb-rate, the Catholic 
population showed in 1926, 9*.5 per hundred births in 1925, and the Jewish 
Community &*.4, The Catholic population's death-rate shows an increase 
ever the three years of 4.9 per cent., that of the Jewish community, 
6 percent. The figures of natural growth in 1925, taking 100 as normal, 
show the Catholic population at 92.1, the Russian at 83.4, the Evangelical 
at $3.8, the Jews at 75.4. The 1927 statistics show a further decline over 
the five years from 1923, the Jewish natural growth being 66.2 per cent., 
as against the Polish population’s 47.1. The death rate of Jews in 
Central Poland is smaller than that of those living in the Eastern 
districts ; but so are also the birth and marriage rates, | 


Anti-Semitic Developments in Russia, 


Counter-Move by Labour Conference. 
[From a Correspondent—Moscow. } 


Owing to the anti-Semitic wave in White!Russia, the Jews at Minsk 
and Babruisk have organised companies for self-defence. Ten anti- 
Semites have been arrested at the Svislotech glass factory in connection 
with the torture of the Jewish girl worker whose Hl-treatment was 
reported in our last week's issue. Dismissals of Jews from the State 
factories have occurred, and the Communist Press records many cases of 
Jewish suicides. 

Anti-Semitic songs have become popular, and attacks on the Jewish 
colonies attract attention in the Press. The High Court has acquitted 
anti-Jewish rioters sentenced at the first trial to two months’ imprison. 
ment. The anti-Semitic Young Communist Club at Minsk has expelled 
two Jews from the Club and the Workers’ School. An anti-Semitic regime 
bas been discovered at the Voronesz University, Professors have been 
dismissed, and arrests made. The All-Russian Labour Corespondents’ 
Conference in Moscow and the National Minorities Commission in White 
Russia are indertaking a vigorouscampaiga against anti-Semitism.

acquired a considerable tract of land in the neighbourhood of Haifa 
(already reported in THE JrwisH CHRONICLE) of the utmost interest. 
To what extent, however, the Fund has actually purchased the very 
valuable territory is a matter of doubt and discussion. It is said that at 
present all the Fund bas obtained is an option but that means will be 
forthcoming whereby the ‘option cau be exercised. In any event itis 
satisfactory to know that the great value of the land as a Jewish National 
possession is understood and appreciated by Zionists. 


A striking commentary upon this subject is furnished in recent press 
announcements appearing locally to the effect that the Mosul pipe-line 
is being definitely laid for termination at Haifa. The huge devopment 
of the third’ City of Eretz Yisrael, with its population of 20,000-—25,000 
Jews, is forecasted in the large preparatory works which are about to be 
inaugurated not only for the construction of a modern harbour (for which 
its 2l-mile wide bay is eminently suited), but also for the erection of 
buge petroleum reservoirs. The Shell Company of Palestine, Ltd., the 
Vacuum Oil Company, the (Russian) Mantacheff Oil Company, and the 
Caucasian Oil Company have purchased sites of thirty acres each in 
the Haifa Bay area, while it is reported that the Turco-Persian Oil 
Company, which possesses extensive interests in the Most) oilfields, has 
decided to transfer its refinery and the rest of its plant lock, stock and 
barrel from Beirut to Haifa, where it has acquired 250 acres. These, of 

course, are at present only reports and they are given for what they are 
worth. 

There is little doubt, however, that the impending construction of 
the Haifa harbour has stimulated these companies to concentrate their 
future work in the maritime town. No doubt aiso that the long-planned 
project of a Haifa-Baghdad railway, running from start to terminus 
through British-protected territory (along what is known as thé “ British 
Corridor in the Middle East”), will shortly be defined. 


According to the French newspapers at Beirut, the consent of the 
French Government to the step was determined on the basis of the 
British assurance that in case of war it could use Haifa as a petrol-filling 
base, but such consent is criticised as having imperilled the existence of 
Lebanese trade. In the Lebanese Parlifament a unanimous. resolution 
was reached, on the motion of a prominent Beirut banker-M.P., to 
petition the French Foreign Ministry that the pipe-line terminus be set 
at Tripoli. A mass meeting of Tripoli merehants-and tradesmen passed 
a resolution of similar sense. The fact that considerable French capital 
is involved, is said to be an asset in favour of the Lebanon becoming the 
sea outlet for Mosul petroleum, assuming the present decision can be 
revoked, 

The retention of the Mosul petroleum trade in the Lebanon is not 
merely a commercial or financial consideration, but a political matter of 
vital importance, it is declared. There is now a considerable Lebanese 
emigration, and the employment of the thousands of working-men this 
trade would ensure, greatly concerns the Govermument in the Lebanon.

We are 
not so much interested in how many people leave the Lebanon as in how 
many people we can get admitted into Eretz Yisracl; and the work con- 
templated in Haifa and the consequent bright future of the place are tc 
us a happy augury of a potential larger immigration. 

Discussion has been (and is) proceeding as to the relative individua. 
merits of Haifa and Jaffain a future development programme in Palestine 
Some contend that Jaffa is the more logical centre for intensive improve. 
ment because of its proximity to the Judean orange-producing districts. 
which export the principal commodities figuring in the Palestinian 
shipping statistics. Furthermore, Jaffa is the natural port (for imports) tc 
Jerusalem and Tel-Aviv, which consume the bulk of the imported goods. 

Yet, on the other hand, it should not be forgotten that Haifa holds 
the key to the Middle East—to Transjordania, Iraq and Persia. There 
is now a modern desert car service between Iraq and Persia, and this 
should much enhance the value of Haifaasa port. Then, again, Haifa 
serves the “ backbone ” of Palestine—the Emek with its forty-odd settle- 
ments on Jewish National land. Physical characteristics are also in 
favour of Haifa, which has a natural bay and a suitable. coast more 
favourable for harbour construction than the rocks and reefs of the Jaffa 
roadstead, and it would, moreover, be far less costly to adapt. 


Tel-Aviv's Population.

PREPONDERANCE OF YOUTHFUL ELEMENT. 


[From our Correspondent—J ERUSALEM.) 


People who are somewhat sceptical as to the regeneration of Fretz- 
Yisrael can do no better than study the achievements of Tel-Aviv. In 
Tel-Aviv, according to the statistics, there are 36,754 Jews, of whom over 
30,000 are of the Ashkenazi sect. In Jaffa, there are 7,007 Jews, of whom 
only one halfare Ashkenazic. 

Far more illuminating, however, are the figures of the youthfal 
element. Juveniles under the age of eighteen numbered 12,397, or a 
little under one-third of the whole population. In Jaffa, the percentage 
was higher, since there were 3,042 youngsters under eighteen years of age.

Exter-marriage in Palestine. 


LEGAL ASPECTS OF MOSLEM-JEWISH ALLIANCE. 


A case has beén lodged in the Law Courts by the Jerusalem Jewish 
Community and by the parents of a Jewish girl, questioning her right 
as a minor to embrace Islam in order to marry her Arab lover. 

The girl, who lived with her parents in the Old City of Jerusalem, 
was kidnapped recently by.a young Moslem. When found, and returned 
to her home, she declared that she loved the man and soon afterward> 
ran away. It now appears that she has embraced Islam and has marricd 
the Moslem, 

The parents and the Jewish Comrmunity have intervened with the 
Government, pointing out thatthe girl is under eighteen, and that as ° 
minor, both her conversion and her marriage are invalid. They have also 
epplied to the Law Courts for an order annulling the marriage. 


The Vaad Leumi and the Jewish Agency.

It consists of the heads of the departments 
of taxation and commerce, public works and railways, of the Northern 
and Southern District Commissioners and of the chief official in charge 
of the Haifa Harbour, who will act as the Secretary of the Com. 
mission.

The Ways of the Agudat Yisrael. 
From Mr. S. SCHONFELD. 


To the Editor of THe Jewtsa 


Sir,—Mr. Paul Goodman's letter in your last issue clearly demonstrat: 
a& very prejudiced spirit, and I therefore cannot blame him for failing to 
see any other point. of view except hisown. I should like to ask Mr. Goodman 
what, in his opinion, the Agudat Yisrael should have done to put their 
views before the Palestine Government. For, whatever may be Mr. Gooc- 
man’s Opinion of those views, there is no going away from the fact that they 
are views; moreover, not mere political views, but religious feelings, which 
no majority can overrule. Let ws be quite clear about this point, religion 
is nol—never has been and never will be—subject to a majority. Religion 
is no mere speculation or opinion which can be set aside on occasions ; it 
is a deep, very deep-rooted belief and conviction, which not even the tortures 
of the Inquisition could suppress, certainly not a majority at a so-called 
Zionist Congress of religiously neutral Jewe. Who, then, would give 
Orthodoxy a right to its convictions, if it did not look out for this right ? 

As to Mr. Goodman’s denunciation of the Agudah action in connection 
with the Fast Day followimg the Wailing Wall incident, I really did not 
credit Mr. Goodman with such abundance of superiiciality. Mr. Goodman 
says: “The pain and indignation were keenest among those who were 
not so much concerned with prayer ... but because they regarded . 
the interference . . . as an affront to Jewish national honour as well as to 
religious devotion.” A Fest Day was proclaimed—no matter by whom, 
for no government or official can impose upon the conscience of anyone— 
and Rabbi Cheim Sonnenfeld and his followers dissociated themselves from 
this fast. Later the British Government published a Memorandum on the 
incident, which says :— 


" The possibilities that such privileges or rights might be acquired by 
the Jews by mutual agreement with the Moslem authorities has been lessened 
by the fact that puhlic opinion in Palestine has definitely removed the matter 
from the purely religious orbit and has made of it a political and racial 
question, 


The report proceeds :— 

“ Even if the dispute had not assumed this complexion, it would have 
been difficult to find a solution satisfactory to all parties concerned, In 
the present state of feeling the difficulty has been greatly enhanced.” 

Mr. Goodman can twist a good many things to mean what he wants 
them to, but I can hardly imagine him interpreting the above passage in 
any other way except as a striking condemnation of the policy which he and 
his colleagues have been pursuing, viz., making the incident an affair of 
“national honour.” It may hurt the Zionist leaders ~ery much to have to 
be taught polities by a man whom they consider antiquated and narrow- 
minded, but the best advice I can give them is to go to Rabbi Sonnenfeld’s 
Cheder for a few months and become imbued, if not with his religious and 
mnoral uprightness, at least with his sane understanding of modern political 
methods. In the words of that venerable Rabbi we have the answer to 
such bad policy; “fast for the transgression of the Sabbath,” ves, “ fast 
for religious, and only religious purposes, not for ‘ national dene let 
us leave it to our ‘ exalted government’ and not let * public opinion’ make 
of it “a racial and political question.’”’ If that line of policy had been 
adopted, we would have had a peaceful and speedy settlement. 

It is clearly a case of a faur pas on the part of the Zionist leaders, and 
it is really very deplorable that those who claim to be the political leaders 
of Jewry should be possessed of so- little diplomacy and tact. The least 
we might expect of them is to acknowledge their fe nuit and hold their peace. 
Mr. Goodman, however, must “* pat bis foot in it,” and rather badly at that. 
me all friendship, I should advise him to retreat in silence. . If he does want 

“ put both his feet in it’ and have the last word, let him deal with facts, 
pc facts only. All Mr. Goodman has to do is to justify his criticism of 
Rabbi Chaim Sonnenfeld’s action in view of the statement of the British 
Government. We may then deal with the other, comparatively minor, 
mistakes which he has committed in this as in many other oftislaughts of 


his on his fellow Jews.

ENTHUSIASTIC KEREN HAYESOD MEETINGS.

Mr. Nahum Sokolow has had an enthusiastic reception in Leipzig, 
where he addressed a Keren Hayesod gathering at which Mr. Oscar 
Wassermann, the Director of the Deutsche Bank, also spoke. A sum of 
60,000 marks was subscribed at the meeting for the Keren Hayesod. 

Mr. Sokolow also addressed a big meeting at Dresden, beld under the 
auspices of the German Pro-Palestine Committee. In his speech he 
dwelt on the importance of a reconstructed Palestine as a link between 
East and West. The State President of Saxony, Mr. Hausmann, appealed 
to the German Jews to help in the work of upbuilding Palestine. 

A seam of 20,000 marks was subscribed at a Keren Hayesod meeting 
addressed by Mr. Sokolowat Halle. At the invitation of the West Galician 
Zionist Federation, Mr. Sokolow addressed a meeting at Cracow. Healso 
appeared at a meeting in Danzig, and has had aninterview with Dr. Sahm, 
head of the Danzig Government. 


Mussolini and Zionism. 

The Italian Premier, Mr. Mussolini, in an article by him which appears 
in the Popowo DI ROMA, voices opinions less friendly to Zionism than some 
of his previously expressed views on the subject. Therecently concluded 
Italian Zionist Congress has apparently led the Duce to question the 
loyalty to the State of the Jews, and he asks whether they regard them- 
selves as a religions or national! group. 

“ Jews in Italy have,” he declares, “ happily becomes merged for the 
greater part in the-general population, and no anti-Semitism exists in 
Italy to-day, as it does in many other countries. In reading the long 
report of the discussions of the Italian Zionist Congress of Milan, one is 
sarprised to find that Zionists seem to take it for granted that they are 
Jews and not Italians. The Italian peop'e had hitherto imagined that 
Jewish subjects were Italians in nationality and Jewish only in religion.” 

The writer goes on to ask whether there has been some change in 
view of the fact that Italian Zionists speak of the Hebrew race, the 
Hebrew people, and the Hebrew nation without referring to religion. 
“ We are prepared to make a distinction between religions,’’ hc says, “and 
we ask the Italian Zionists to tell us whether they are a religion or 
a nation. The object of asking this question is not tocreate anti-Semitism, 
but merely to know how things stand and to draw the proper inference.”’

A poor reception for the most part has been accorded to the last 
account of the year. Of course, the King’s illness has been a decidedly 
adverse factor, but apart from that conditions have not been favour- 
able to expansion m business. There has still been a tendency to 
realise rather than increase holdings. Dealers have also been inclined 
to mark down prices. Altogether prevailing circumstances have held 
markets im check and in the main have been conducive to dullness. 
There have, however, been exceptional spots of interest. Argentine 
rails have been favoured, good traffics creating investment inquiry. 
Rhodesian copper issues have provided a feature of activity, and 
Chartered shares have responded to the brightness in this section on 
royalty prospects. The vagaries of the American favourites, especially 
as regards the wireless group, have caused unsettlement in industrials, 
but latterly some of the better class shares have had renewed attention. 
Home rails have continued depressed. After bemg subject to offering 
following the new conversion offer by the issue of 4} Treasury Bonds, 
there has been a revival of support for gilt-edged securities, with War 
Loan Fives favoured. 

Lucky Black Cat. 

A frec bonus by Carreras, Ltd., of two “ B” shares of 2s. 6d. cach to 
holders of each “ A” ordinary share of £1 and of one “ B”’ share to holders 
ef every four “8B” shares is up to the best market anticipations.

By placing £92,050 to reserve that fund is now £1,700,000. ‘There was no 
allocation last time. After this the available balance including the amount 
brought into the accounts is £923,029 compared with £918,011 for 1926-27. 
With the dividend raised 2 per cent. to 12 per cent., tax free on the deferred 
stock, which was increased by £1,000,000 in November, 1927, the payment 
requires £155,184 more at £514,425 than the 10 per cent.. tax free distribution 
for the previous year.

British Cement Products & Finance Co.Ltd. 


DEVELOPING ON CONSERVATIVE AND PROFITABLE LINES, 
A WEAKNESS OF BRITISH INDUSTRY. 


The second annual general meeting of British Cement Products & Fimagwe 
Co., Lid., was held on Tuesday last at Winchester House, Old Broad Sércet, 
London, E.C. 

Mr. H. S. Horne (the chairman), who presided and moved the adoption 
of the report and accounts, said that the total net profit for the year amounted 
to £250,901, and, having tegard to the fact that the additional capital received 
from the issue of 100,000 shares at £3 per share was not available until May 1 
of this vear, the directors considered that those resulta more than fulfilled the 
anticipations expres in last veers report. (Hear, hear.) He wonld call 
special attention to the fact that by the allocations of profit proposed the Com. 
pany * reserves now equalled the whole of the issued share capital, and that when, 
as proposed, the capital had been increased they would have an issued capital 
of £500,000 and a reserve of £725,000. By the end of the next financial year 
it was anticipated that they would have a reserve of £1,000,000. 

The Board could have paid a higher rate of dividend, but it was their policy 
to avoid fluctuating rates, and for that reason the dividends would be kept on a 
conservative basis. However, from time to time shareholders would be given 
the right to take up additional shares on bonus terms. Concerning the large 
increase in the authorised capital that was proposed, there was no intention to 
issue that at present. Important developments were taking place rendering it 
of great advantage to the Company to have capital ready for issue in payment 
for certain businesses. 

Dealing with the balance sheet, the Chairman explained that £137,000 of 
the amount of £266,251, sundry creditors, was in respect of the substantial 
intorest taken in Davis Bros. (Timber & Joinery), 1928, Ltd., just prior to the 
end of the financial year. They were of opinion that that business had consider- 
able scope for development. The investments of £1,020,274, compared with 
£131,394 a year ago, the increase being accounted for by the expansion in capital 
and reserves. Cash at bank, £120,050, might appear large, bat it was absolutely 
essential to have money at immediate call to take the fullest advantage of oppor- 
tunities offered. That policy had proved of immeasurable value to the Company 
during the past year. For instance, the chase on behali of Messrs. Wiggins- 
Sankey & Co. of Beebys Brick Co. and Messrs. Yorke Stoneham & Jones, hed 
involved finding over £300,000 in cash, and it was interesting to note that the 
holding in Beebys Brick Co. Ltd., had been resold by Mesars. Wiggins & Co. at a 
substantial profit. Similarly, the purchase of the control of Smeed Dean and 
Dunstable Works on behalf of the Red Triangle Group had involved a total 
outlay of £1,250,000, and in relation to that transaction it was interesting to 
note the substantial economies in costs and increase in production that had already 
been achieved by those companies. 

The Board were entirely satisfied with the position in every respect, and in 
particular h> might refer to the termination with honour to all parties of what 
had been described as the ‘war’ in the cement industry, Everyone concerned 
was living up to the spirit of the agreement arrived at, and the cement mdustry 
should therefore continue to prosper. 

Cement, with other industries, suffered from periods of over- on 
To deal with those phases it seemed to him there was ene of four courses to be 
followed : a process of elimination by price warfare ; an agreement to fix pri 
which did not always lead to the most efficient basis; thirdly, merger onl con - 
solidation, of which their group had been strong supporters ; and, finally, stabilisa- 
tion of conditions through loyal co-operation, which was now, more or leas, the 
basis of the cement industry's policy. He thought he had said sufficient to show 
that the board and management were developing and expanding the business 


on conservative and profitable lines. (Applause.) 


The report and accounts were unanimously adopted and the increase of.

INCREASED DIVIDEND. 


The Ordinary General Meeting of the Oceana Consolidated Company, 
Limited, was held on December 5th at River Plate House, London, B.C. 

Mr. Berkeley Fairfax Conigrave (the Chairman) said participation in certain 
promising business had already realised good profits, and were likely to give 
increased profit in the current year.

It 
was estimated that upon a production of 12 tons per week, the profits would 
amount to £100,000 per annum, or 2) per cent. on tthe present capital. The 
intrinsic value of a sound)y-based industrial £1 share returning 20 per cent. on 
its nominal value would certainly be worth well over £2. The large participa. 
tion, obtained on ground-floor terms, should earn a very remunerative ‘return. 

In other directions, the Board were pursning an energetic policy of expan- 
sion, thefall benefit of which was yet to be translated into profits. Some of 
the Company’s !minor investments were receiving earnest attention. There 
were,sigus of considerable improvement, especially with regard toan extensive 
quarry property in France and to certain substantial mining interests in South 
and West Africa. The Company was interested to a moderate extent in the 
Transvaal Nigei Company, which owned some 200 claims on the dip of the Sub 
Nigel property and had agreed to sell ite 200 claims to the Nigel Company on 
favourable terms, which should help to liquidate a long dormant asset. 

The Company had considerable interest in the Taquah and Abosso 
property. Up to 30th September, 1928, from the properties owned by Taquah 
and Abosso Mines, Limited, and its predecessors, gold had been produced valued 
at £6,330,324, while during the same period £745,114 had been paid in dividends. 
These assets were now giving promise of a happier future, and the Chairman 
said he would be disappointed if a substantial profit were not netted within the 
next twelve or eighteen months. 

In fairness to the increasing nomber of French shareholders, the Board had 
obtained a “re-abonnement” of its shares on the Paris Bourse, and to-day 
shares numbered 1 to 2,000,000 conid be dealt in in France.

The Oceana Consolidated bad been established since 1*96, and in the 30 odd 
years that had clapsed, it had, with the payment of the present one of 10 per 
cent., declared dividends amounting to £905,504 in the aggregate. 

The Report was unanimously adopted, and the meeting concluded with » 
hearty vote of thanks to the Chairman.

“is, of course, obliged to marry her unless they loose his shoe or spit at 
him.” 

Counsel: I am not cognisant of the details of the rite. 

His’ Honour: Don’t you read your Bible? If you come into this 
district you onght at least to read the old part of it. 

Monas Kimche, in the witness-box, said that the eldest brother was 
to come from America. Witness was to receive £300 for arranging the 
chalitca. 

In cross-examination, witness was asked what he was actually to do 
in return for the £300. 

Witness: Nothing. (Laughter). 

Counsel for the plaintiff put it to the witness that one payment of 
£300 was to cover the whole of the matter, including expenses, and that 
witness was to have cabled to America and to have fetched the eldest 
brother to England within three Weeks. 

Rabbi Sukmanski said that the brother in America had originally 
gsked for £5,000 to release his sister from the obligation. 

Judge Cluer: It reminds me of indulgences. I believe in the Roman 
Catholic Church—although I may be sent to the stake for saying so—you 
can marry your cousin upon a payment being made to the priest. When 
the Pope was at Avignon you could beat your wife a little too much for 
the payment of three francs and four sous. 

Rabbi Sukmanski: The Jewish law is a very fine, delicate thing. 
If the widow has no money, the brother helps her and pays the expenses 
of chalitza. 
she should give him something. 

Judge Cluer, looking at an Old Testament, said: “The law of Moses 
says she (the widow) must marry her deceased husband’s brother and 
not a stranger. If she will not marry him she is to loose his shoe and 
spitathim. It says nothing as to the position if the brother will not 
marry her. .It is a modern interpretation of Denteronomy, that the 
widow shall not marry unless she received permission. That is not 
there.”

An 
elderly man stood up, and the Judge, handing him the letter, asked ** Is thet 
in your writing ?”’ 

Mr. Morse scanned the letter and replied, ‘“ No, my Lord.” Neither he, 
nor a Mr. Morse, jun., who was also called, had any idea whose letter it was. 

Mr. Justice Branson said the letter was one which he found in his roo: 
that morning. It read: ‘ Your Honour. Dear Sir,—as the plaintiffs in 
this case are Jews, and as you know what kind of people Jews are, we tri-t 
you will see this case in our favour.— Yours faithfully, A. Morse.”’ 

‘The writer of that letter,” said his Lordship, “is guilty of gross con- 
tempt of Court.” He added that that was the second time at those Assiz:s 
that he had had a letter sent to him, and he was determined to see that the 
writer of that letter was punished, To write letters to a Judge was gro-s 
contempt of Court. 

The letter, it appeared, was posted at Cardiff at 11.30 p.m. on Sunday, 
and the Judge handed the letter over to the Under-Sheriff with a reque~t 
that he was to instruct the police to discover the writer of it, and then ‘o 
lay the matter before the Attorney-General.

In a statement accused made an impassioned appeal 
for another chance, pleading that he had been unemployed for a considerable 
time, and committed the frauds in moments of desperation. “If have seen 
the error of my ways,” he said, * and I plead to you to give me this one chance 
to leed a life free from crime, shame and degradation.” He stated that he 
enlisted in the Army when 17 vears of age. and his health had been seriously 
impaired by his being a prisoner of war. Jacobs was given the chance he 
sought, the magistrate imposing fines amounting to £20, or two months. 

Oxford Student’s Death.—An inquest was held at Oxford on the body of 
Dr. R. D. Conen, of San Francisco, an American student at Oxford, who was 
found lying dead on the pavement im King Edwerd Street, outside his lodgings, 
having fallen from.a window. Dr. Cohen was reading for the degree ot 
Bachelor of Letters as a non-collegiate student. Mr. F. E. Marshall, the 
University Coroner, read a letter from a doctor of the American Hospital in 
Paris, stating that Dr. Cohen was admitted there in July, and discharged in 
Angust. He was then suffering from nervous dyspepsia, and his condition 
was aggravated by his own apprehensions about himself. The butler employed 
at the house where Dr. Cohen lodged said that he seemed quite norma! until 
October, when he was very depressed. Dr. 'T. Waterhouse said that Dr. 
Cohen was suffering from neurasthenia and depression, and his condition 
might possibly lead to giddiness. He suffered from great fatigue and head- 
ache. The jury returned an open verdict to the effect that death had been 
caused by a ‘fractured skull through a fal! from a window. There was no 
¢ vidence to show how it happened. 


Music Hall Ladies’ Guild. 


A large gathering (at which there were many Jews present) 
assembled on Sunday at the Savoy Hotel, at the annual supper 
and ball of the Music Hall Ladies’ Guild. Mr. Lewis Jackson 
presided. The Guild was founded some twenty-two years ago and 
one of the main features of its work is the maintenance and 
education of the orphan children of the variety and cireus artists, at 
carefully selected orphanages and homes. The Guild is the only 
charity in the profession which undertakes this responsibility. For 
the adults many special services are arranged. Invalids, some 
of them incurable, are cared for and placed in comfortable surroundings, 
with proper medical treatment. Maternity cases receive special care, 
medical attention, nursing, clothing, nourishment, and if necessary, 
financial help. Weekly grants are made to forty families in which 
the wage-earners, through illness or misfortume are unable to 
obtain employment. Miss Lottie Albert (Mrs. Oscar Osborn), who is 
Treasurer of the Guild has for some time been instrumental in securing 
the voluntary services of a large number of artists for concerts organised 
in aid of Jewish charities. In respondin: to the toast of the Guild she 
thanked the large gathering, Mr. Gillespie of Moss Empires, Ltd., the 
Chairman and the members of the Excelsior Philanthropic Society for 
their support.

Gne came away from Maazel’s recital on Taesday evening at the 
Aolian Hall feeling that he had been unworthy of his undoubted talent. 
A pianist who possesses a remarkably good chordal tone, who can bring 
out all the resonance of a piano as does Maazel, should surely be free 
from the unpardonable vice of banging the keys. For striking the key 
as hard as you can with your right dexter finger is not the best way of 
emphasising the overtones in Chopin's “ Etude” Op. 25, for example. As 
a result Maazel s best work was in more subdued pieces; which is not 
quite as it should be in his case. In Chopin's C Sharp Minor waltz his 
right-hand fingering was badly blurred, the outline at times being com- 
pletely lost. It was in the Funeral March movement of Beethoven's 
Sonata Op. 26 that he showed what rich and foll chordal qualities he 
could manifest ; and if the Liszt Polonaise at the end of the recital had 


had just a tie!le more of the Beethoven touch and just a little less of the | 


“ Liszt,” it would have been nearer perfection. A group of “Chinese 
Pieces,” composed by Abrams Chasins, struck one as being essentially 
Western and Modern in both form and content. H.C.5 


Dorothea Fraser, who gave a piano recital at Wigmore Hall on 
Thursday of last week, has more nervous energy than any other player 
{ have heard. This was an advantage in pieces by Albeniz and Rave! 
and a Brahms Rhapsodie. which all need a turbulent approach and some- 
what clipped phrasing; but it ruined three Sonatas by Searlatti and 
Beethoven's |’ minor Sonata. That Sonata became almost uprecognis. 
able under the hard frontal attack and the restless disruption of playing 
in which each phrase stood out, cut off from the chain of musical thought. 
Technically Miss Fraser has little to learn. Her opening pieces were 
blurred and scamped, but this was probably the result of nervousness, 
for later the dexterity of her finger-work was very pleasant to bear. If 
she will, for one year, rigorously suppress all such brilliant, sugary pieces 
as she dave us last week, and concentrate on a serious study of Bach and 
those composers who have been horribly labelled “ intellectual,” giving 
special thought to the meaning of the works and not only to their 
accurate execution, she will make a fine and sympathetic player.

on actount of the nutmberféss advantages of the cinema. It is to 
be hoped that a more robust ideal will be at the disposal of the 
British public-~when reliance has not to be placed so largely on films 
produced in America and designed to suit American taste. That Mr. 
Jolson is a Jew, the son of a Chacan, makes it the more regrettable that 
he shall demean himself, as he does in this production, to cater for the 
unworthy feelings this film exploits, more especially seeing that his 
evident ability in film acting, which is conspicuous, could be put to better 
use, 

A very fine picture of the French Revolution is now being shown at 
the Avenue Pavilion, Shaftesbury Avenue. “All for a Woman,” gives 
Emil Jannings the opportunity for a brilliant portrayal of Danton, and 
Werner Krauss makes a convincing Robespierre. The crowds are par- 
ticularly well-managed: they really convey a sense of mass emotion, 
where so many film crowds are merely a colleétion of gesticulating 
individuals, The picture may not be altogether historically accurate, 
but it is spiritually true. The scene before the execution, when Danton 
drills courage into the poor, cowardly poet, Desmoulins, is a little master- 
piece of pictorial suggestion, and shows how high the art of the kinema 
can rise in discriminating hands. 

The Stoll ‘Theatre has the film “One of the Best,” taken from the 
well-known play by Seymour Hicks and George Edwardes, for the first part 
of the week. It isa tale of an English garrison town and military life, 
with Carlyle Blackwell and Walter Butler as chief actors. The comedy 
accompanying it is “ Jake the Phimber,” with Joss de Vorska. The last 
three days “ Red Hair,” with Clara Bow, tells of a coquette’s intrigues ; 
and a colour film taken in the Folies Bergéres (* Parisian Pleasures”) 
shows a pageant of exotic life, with Josephine Baker as its centre. 

The same film appears until Thursday of next week at the Maida 
Vale Picture House, with “Jake the Plumber” as second picture. The 
remaining days * The Air Mail Pilot,” with Jimmy Fulton, and “ The Red 
lame,” with Carmen Boni, are showing. 

The Hackney Empire has Layton and Johnstone re-appearing on 
Monday, on their return from a Cotinental tour, with newnumbers. The 
Two Anartos in burlesque, Harry Claff, the Junetros, and Valentine and 
Bell are among the other attractions.of the programme. 

At the Coliseum, the first appearance in England of Renée Sella and 
Alex, the eccentric dancers, is likely to be noteworthy next week. The 
comedian Herb Williams, Cantor, the Three Eddies, and many others 
are on the programme. 


GRAMOPHONE NOTES, 
CoLUMBIA.—Frequently I receive letters from readers on the topic of 
gramophone records, but the Kurt Atterberg Prize Symphony, issued by 
Columbia, bas been the cause ofan unusually large number of communica. 
tions from people intcrested in this work. Most of the writers seem 
amazed at my giving the highest praise to the second movement of the 
Symphony, and insist that obviously the third is the most striking section 
of the work. One correspondent from Manchester, however, while agreeing 
with my criticism accuses me of “a fixed pre/udice in favourof classical 
forms,” and later deplores “ that you allow this unfair prejudice to spoil 
your very interesting reviews.” While appreciating the final compliment I 
must assure him and other readcrs that, there being no absolute measure 
in art, the conscientious critic can only strive to judge by his own 
standards andhumbly pray that his standards are more or less similar 
to those which lie deep down'‘in all music lovers, even though they be 
modified and sometimes obscured by education, environment and the 
sum of individual experience which is animportant part‘of personality. A 
critic without prejudices could scarcely criticise. But any critic worthy 
the name strives to eliminate at least the basest of bis prejudices. 

Columbia's mid-November issue contains some remarkably fine 
recordings. Miriam Licette and Lennis Noble in an aria from Mozart's 
“Magic Flute” are wonderfully recorded and the same can be said of a 
Xylophone solo, accompanicd by Sir Dan Godfrey's Bournemonth 
Orchestra, “The Two Imps.” The Wueen's Hall Orchestra, under Sir 
Henry Wood, bave made two good records of * William Tell, Overture " and 
the Garde Réepublicaine Band have given a brilliantly played “ Carmen” 
record. A fine example of Italian singing is produced in two “ Rigoletto” 
arias subg by Enzo de Muro Lomanto. The quality and volume of his 
voiceare magnificent. The J. H. Squire Celeste Octet give a somewhat 
downright version of the Mignon Polonaise. I could wish the fiddle- 
player were not so keen on giving an impression of vitality and enthusiasm 
at the expense of more delicate and much more musically important 
qualities. The dash and swing of the “caf+” style needs the rattle of 
crockery and silver to counterbalance its inevitable defects and should 
always be modified for gramophone purposes. One is bound to admire 
the peculiar genius of Sophie Tucker when she steers clear of “ sob-stuff,” 
and her “ He hadn't up till Yesterday” is cleverly done in good music- 
hall style. Layton and Johnstone have done two excellent records, 
“Get Out and Get Under the Moon,” and “Jayansy,” while organ solos 
include “Gypsy Caravan,” played by Gatty Sellars, and “ Together,” 
waltz, by Pattman. All the best and latest dance successes are as. usual 
well-played and recorded, and include Casani's Yale Blues, personally 
supervised by the reaper’ dancer of that name.

The Feast of Chanucah that we inaugurate this evening recalls a 
great episode in Jewish history, one that must fill the heart of every 
Jew with pride as he looks back at the story of heroism associated 
with the name of the Maccabees. Even Gentiles are beginning to 
realise what a service was rendered to humanity by the stand taken 
by the priest of Modin and his gallant sons against a corrupt régime 
that threatened to annihilate ali the religious values which bad been 
created by Judaism in thé world. The whole course of civilisation 
might have been altered had Antiochus prevailed. Therefore, in 
celebrating Cianucal we are not merely marking an epoch in Jewish 
history but one in the history of mankind generally. The heroism of 
the Maccabees was not unique in Jewish annals, but it was put forth 
at a great crisis, and was more far-reaching in its effects tham perhaps 
any other example of self-sacrifice brought by our aneesters. We 
ought to lay stress rather on its religious than on ite military’ aspects. 
The latter were purely secondary. The sword was but an instrument 
in a high cause, and it was not taken up with any motive of conquest, 
but solely to defend not merely hearth and home but great principles 
which were dearer than life itself.
